SERIES FOR VA-BREDS 
DRAWS STRONG SUPPORT 


V irginia-bred and sired run¬ 
ners flocked to the state’s 
point-to-point circuit this 
fall, drawn by a series of restrict¬ 
ed flat races with purses totalling 
$38,000. 

The series, known as the Old 
Dominion Turf Championship, 
was “successful way beyond 
hopes,” said Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Association field director 
Mark Deane, one of the chief 
organizers. 

Designed to provide addi¬ 
tional racing opportunities for 


the state’s Thoroughbred popu¬ 
lation, the series also gave pref¬ 
erence to horses owned and 
trained by Virginia residents. All 
of the purse money was provid¬ 
ed by sponsors, who included 
both horsepeople and area busi¬ 
nesses. 

A total of 42 horses partici¬ 
pated in the series, which 
expanded from five to seven 
races when two events were split 
due to an overflow of entries. 

“We tried something new and 
it worked,” said Will O’Keefe,

NAMES REBECCA TOMLINSON 
ACTING DIRECTOR 


K enneth Y. Tomlinson, direc¬ 
tor of the National Sport¬

VTA SEEKS TO EXPAND 
VIRGINIA’S 0TB NETWORK 


V irginia’s state breed associ¬ 
ation has embarked on a 
mission to expand the 
state’s off-track betting net¬ 
work. 

“The VTA [Virginia Thor¬ 
oughbred Association] board 
voted at its October meeting to 
push for outside ownership of 
OTBs,” said VTA field director 
Mark Deane. “It is now our 
number-one priority.” 

While state law allows for a 
maximum of six OTB sites, 
Colonial Downs race track— 
the only entity currently author¬ 


ized to construct and operate 
such facilities—has so far built 
four, located in Richmond, 
Chesapeake, Hampton and 
Alberta. 

The lack of a full quota of 
OTBs represents wasted op¬ 
portunity for the state’s breed¬ 
ing industry, explained Deane, 
since the OTB network is the 
main source of revenue for the 
Virginia Breeders Fund. 

Deane said the VTA plans 
to pursue legislation to allow 
operation of additional OTBs 
independent of the race track.

YEARLING 
AUCTION 
RAISES 
FUNDS FOR 
RESEARCH 


T he Middleburg Agricul¬ 
tural Research and 
Extension Center com¬ 
pleted another successful 
yearling auction on October 
13 in Middleburg, Va. 

Topping the sale at 
$30,000 was a gelding by 
Ball’s Bluff out of the stakes- 
producing Secretariat mare 
Cup Custard bought by Her- 
men and Monica Green¬ 
berg’s Rutledge Farm. In all, 
22 yearlings sold for $76,000. 

The auction raises funds 
for the center’s pasture-based 
equine nutrition research and 
has been well supported by 
local horsemen. The benefits 
have been reciprocal, as 
horses from MARE auctions 
have gone on to earn more 
than $1 million on the race 
track, accounting for over 
$200,000 in the past year.

L aurie Condurso-Lane, direc¬ 
tor of the New Jersey chap¬ 
ter of ReRun, hopes to get 
the Thoroughbred racing indus¬ 
try more involved with events 
that allow a horse to excel in 
other endeavors after running 
his last race. 

The success of ReRun’s first 
New Jersey All-Thoroughbred 
Charity Horse Show, which took 
place in September at the Horse 
Park of New Jersey in Allentown, 
is a testament to Lane’s belief 
that retired Thoroughbreds have 
a place in the show world. 

“The key reason we’re starting 
to do this is to show the horse 
world that Thoroughbreds can 
have successful second careers,” 
she says. “It’s really amazing 
what they can do once they’re 
out of the track environment.” 

Tom Swales, whose Tee-N- 
Jay Farm in Edison, N.J., spon¬ 
sored the show, recognizes the 
need for organizations like ReRun. 

“As everyone knows, a lot of 
horses, when they retire, have 
nowhere to go,” says Swales. “It’s 
important that they have a place 
to retire to and a good home.” 


Swales, who also supports 
the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation and Thoroughbred 
Charities of America, plans to 
continue sponsoring ReRun and 
its shows. “ReRun seems really 
focused in New Jersey right 
now,” he says. 

Seventy-eight registered Thor¬ 
oughbreds participated in classes 
that included dressage, jumping, 
Western and even leadline. 
“These guys did it all,” according 
to Lane. “It was a relaxed atmos¬ 
phere, but it was serious. There 
was a lot of tough competition.” 

One of the biggest draws 
was the ex-race horse in-hand 
class, which featured 22 geldings 
and stallions. The “Warhorse” 
class featured horses who had 
earned $100,000 or more or run 
in at least 50 races. 

The New Jersey show follows 
the success of ReRun’s annual 
Kentucky horse show. Lane is 
akeady planning for next year’s 
New Jersey show. 

“I would love to have a show 
in Maryland by next year,” she 
says, “and have a series of shows 


in Maryland, New Jersey, Con¬ 
necticut and New York.” 

Lane hopes that showcasing 
retrained Thoroughbreds will 
increase thek popularity in the 
show world, creating a greater 
demand for horses off the track 
and reducing the number of 
horses that have to come 
through adoption and placement 
programs like ReRun. 


The show raised about $4,500 
for ReRun through entry fees, 
sponsorships and individual 
donations. “The people in the 
racing industry were wonderful,” 
says Lane. “What I would like to 
see is people in the industry get 
involved. Not just by giving 
money but for fun.”

LEON BROWN 

Leon F. Brown, 83, an owner/ 
breeder whose horses cam¬ 
paigned in Pennsylvania, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Maryland, 
died October 12. 

Mr. Brown, a native of 
Bridgeton, N.J., managed Silo 
Inc. appliance stores in New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania for 
many years.

EDITORIAL by Lucy Acton 



Maryland’s 
racing industry 
has reached 
major crossroad 


W ait long enough, and the 
weather always changes. 
Bucketloads of rain fell in 
Maryland this fall after many 
months of drought 

At about the same time, the 
state’s political climate shifted 
from desert-like conditions, as 
far as slot machines at the race 
tracks go, to something resem¬ 
bling a tropical rainforest. 

Now it’s up to industry lead¬ 
ers to ensure that racing does not 
get lost in an overheated jungle. 

Once Maryland’s pro-slots 
Governor-elect Robert L. Ehr¬ 
lich Jr. takes office in January, 
there will be all sorts of maneu¬ 
vering and positioning. But the 
racing industry’s focus should 
remain clear: 

1. Slots at race tracks only. 

2. Equitable distribution of 
revenue among the race tracks, 
breeders and horsemen. 

3. Continued guarantees for 
live racing (currendy 220 days). 

Not coincidentally, the state 
legislature, in session from Janu¬ 
ary through April, will be consid¬ 


ering proposals for slots just as 
new ownership is taking charge 
of Maryland’s three largest racing 
facilities—Pimlico, Laurel Park 
and Rosecroft harness track. 

Magna Entertainment’s pur¬ 
chase of Pimlico/Laurel was un¬ 
animously approved by the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission at a 
hearing conducted November 
13, commission chairman Lou 
Ulman describing it as the “dawn 
of a new era in Maryland racing.” 

Settlement on the deal, which 
transfers a 51 percent equity 
interest in Pimlico and 58 equity 
interest in Laurel to Magna, 
while valuing the two Maryland 
Jockey Club tracks at approxi¬ 
mately $117.5 million, was 
expected to take place in late 
November or early December. 

Day-to-day management of 
the tracks is set to remain with 
Laurel/Pimlico president and 
CEO Joe De Francis and his sis¬ 
ter Karin De Francis. 

Meanwhile, Cloverleaf Enter¬ 
prises—an entity formed by the 
horsemen’s group that seven 


years ago purchased Rosecroft 
Raceway—is proceeding toward 
the sale of that facility to an out- 
of-state firm, Centaur Inc. 

Centaur reportedly will pay 
approximately $55.4 million to 
add Rosecroft to its stable of 
holdings, which includes a minor¬ 
ity interest in Hoosier Park race 
track in Indiana as well as a casi¬ 
no in Colorado and a card club 
in California. 

It’s noteworthy who is not 
buying Rosecroft. That is Magna, 
which reportedly bid more than 
$68 million, but was turned 
down because the state’s harness 
horsemen are leery of further 
enmeshment with the Maryland 
Jockey Club. Maryland’s Thor¬ 
oughbred and Standardbred 
industries have been joined at the 
hip since January 1,2000, when a 
revenue sharing arrangement 


was established, dividing revenue 
generated within the state 80 
percent to Thoroughbred tracks, 
horsemen and breeders and 20 
percent to Standardbred inter¬ 
ests. The revenue sharing agree¬ 
ment expires March 31,2004. 

Never, in its 250-plus years of 
existence, has Maryland racing 
faced so many changes on a 
major scale all at one time. 

It’s anyone’s guess what 
shape the race tracks will take 
five years, or ten years, from 
now. A splendid, rebuilt Pimlico? 
A super track combining all the 
facilities into one, with slots as 
the centerpiece? Racinos? Des¬ 
tination entertainment centers? 

The 2003 legislative session 
won’t spell out the entire vision 
of the future. But it will be a turn¬ 
ing point, one way or another. #

SHINES—DESPITE 
ROUGH EDGES

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A fter one it was the Califor¬ 
nians. After two it was the 
New Yorkers. And after 
three it was anybody who ever 
loved a horse. 

The 19th Breeders’ Cup 
World Thoroughbred Cham¬ 
pionships at Arlington Park in 
Chicago, Ill., on October 26, had 
spectators heading for the doors 
—Azeri won the first for the 
West Coast, Storm Flag Flying 
gutted out the second for the 
Easterners and Landseer (GB) 
died in the third, stunning the 
whole sport. 

Watching Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing on Breeders’ Cup day is like 
watching your child act in his 
first Broadway play. You yearn 
for it to go perfecdy when the 
lights are on. As exciting as it is, 
it’s excruciating to watch while 
you wait for a misstep. Junior hit 
every line in the first act, lit up 
the crowd in the second and 
then fell off the stage in the 
third. 

Horse racing is never easy. 
Azeri leapt from behind the 
curtain and turned the Distaff, a 
race that looked on paper like 
the most competitive race of the 
day, into a coronation. 

Mike Smith hustled the 
daughter of Jade Hunter from 
the gate to secure the lead going 
into the first turn. With Azeri, it 
was money in the bank. 

“I knew when we left the 
gate. The only concern really 
was just getting away well. I was 
confident when she left there 
running,” Smith said. "I wanted 
to start off with her and set the 
tone for the whole day. Not only 
did she win but she dominated 
the best fillies in the world. 
Anybody who had doubts about 
her. . . you can throw those out 
the window” 

Azeri flew through fractions 
(:23.47,:46.20, 1:09.70) that had 
the rest of the field scrambling. 
She scampered home by five 
lengths for her seventh victory 
in a row and 10th from 11 starts. 

That’s when the Californians 
threw their bags over their 
shoulders and headed for the 
parking lot. 

“That’s the show Time to go 
home,” said Jay Hovdey of the 
Daily Racing Form. 

“There’s nothing else to see. 
The California plane is leaving,” 
said Steve Andersen, also of die 
Form.

They didn’t watch the race 
together nor did they rehearse 
their lines. It was simply that 
good. Azeri had just staked her 
claim for the Eclipse Award. A 
long solid stake. 

“I’ve thought all along that 
she had the ability to be one of 
the best fillies I’ve ever ridden 
and she’s come even further than 
that. She’s probably the best filly 
I’ve ever ridden and I have not 
reached her full potential yet,” 
said Smith, rattling off the 
names of champions Inside 
Information, Sky Beauty and 
Heavenly Prize. “She just does 
things so easy. She’s so well-bal¬ 
anced, she can make up a length 
like that 

“She used to be awkward but 
now she’s matured. She’s just so 
naturally quick that she can leave 
the gate and open up three.” 

Her official lead at each call 
was one length, one length, one 
length, two lengths, five lengths. 
Yes, she ran six furlongs in nine 


and change and widened from 
there. Trained by Laura de 
Seroux for the Allen Paulson 
Living Trust (managed by 
Paulson’s son Michael), Azeri 
made it look easy all year long. 

“I think she’s horse of the 
year. I don’t see how she couldn’t 
be. You want to talk about con¬ 
sistency. She dominated all year,” 
Smith said. “There’s only one 
flaw on her record and she 
shouldn’t have gotten beaten 
that day.” 

Summer Colony defeated 
Azeri in the Grade 2 La Canada, 
her first stakes attempt, as Smith 
recounted. “It was her first time 
around two turns. She stumbled 
leaving the gate and hit her hock. 
I actually was pulling her up out 
of the race for five jumps 
because I thought she had hurt 
herself. She was crossfiring and 
then she changed her leads and 
got to running again so I went 
ahead with it. She only got beat a 
length that day.” 


Since then, it’s been simple 
domination. 

“To look at her, she’s a basic- 
looking mare. She doesn’t stand 
out but when you get on her and 
take three steps, you know 
you’re on something special,” 
Smith said. “She just carries her¬ 
self that way. I’ve always had the 
utmost confidence in her and 
with every race she gives you 
more. Every time she ran, she 
was there.” 

As always, the Breeders’ Cup 
would serve as the deciding fac¬ 
tor for all Eclipse Award divi¬ 
sions. It wasn’t even two minutes 
old and Azeri had hers by the 
throat. 

It would take something spe¬ 
cial from here on in to change 
what had just happened. The 
Breeders’ Cup Classic was 
scheduled for 4:35 (CST). It all 
depended on the $4 million 
Classic where War Emblem, 
Came Home, Medaglia d’Oro 
and Evening Attire entered with

Eclipse Award hopes. But that 
was still hours away. 

One race after Azeri, the 
East’s Storm Flag Flying lost 
the lead to Composure in the 
stretch of the Long John 
Silver’s Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-Gl, shook herself up 
and wresded it back from her 
California counterpart With 
John Velazquez imploring her, 
the undefeated daughter of 
Storm Cat pinned her ears 
when Composure came past 
and pricked them again after 
she had called Composure’s 
move nearing the wire. 

It was a remarkable display 
of talent and moxie. Trained 
by ShugMcGaughey for Ogden 
Mills (Dinny) Phipps, Storm 
Flag Flying entered as a short- 
priced favorite and exited with 
people talking about next 
year’s Derby—she was that 
good in the $1 million race. 

"When she made the lead I 
wasn’t surprised that she tried 
to pull herself up. I just know 
her, with us being around her 
every day and how she acts and 
what she sees. When she’s 
doing that, she’s all ears,” 
McGaughey said. “I thought it 
was a pretty handy win.” 

It was a hardy win for a sta¬ 
ble that had suffered a trying 
year. Patriarch Ogden Phipps 
died earlier in 2002 while 
McGaughey had triple bypass 
surgery this summer. Storm 
Flag Flying did her part to keep 
up the mood. 

After two races, the day 
could not have looked brighter 
even despite the cold Chicago 
air. Then it could not have 
looked more bleak. The Net- 
Jets Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl 
was billed as the Rock of 
Gibraltar (Ire) show. Fresh 
from Ireland, ""The Rock,” as 
they call him, looked invincible 
for Aidan O’Brien and the 
Coolmore team. 

Ten for 12 in his career 
including seven Group 1 victo-

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ries in a row, Rock of Gibraltar 
was the most talked about horse 
on the grounds. After the race it 
was the most talked about trip 
since Columbus sailed to 
America. 

Rock of Gibraltar missed the 
break, was caught wide through¬ 
out, and then nearly upended 
himself over his stricken stable- 
mate Landseer, who broke his 
right front leg as the compact 
field turned for home. Landseer 
was in contention when he 
broke down and horses passed 
him on both sides. Rock of 
Gibraltar ducked inside but 
longshot Domedriver (Ire) was 
long gone by then. The Irish- 
bred, French-trained 4-year-old 
went inside Good Journey and 
held off Rock of Gibraltar, who 
stormed home for second. 

Owned by Flaxman Hold¬ 
ings, trained by Pascal Bary and 
ridden by Thierry Thulliez, 
Domedriver earned his first 
Grade 1 win. 

The day’s air was gone. No 
more West Coast jabs, no more 
East Coast retorts. Suddenly the 
family’s pride was in jeopardy. 
People brought up Exogenous, 
who died last year and Go for 
Wand who died in the 1990 
Breeders’ Cup. 

It would take a remarkable 
finish for this day to have a 
happy ending. Like a Democrat 
from New Jersey, it bounced 
right back for more. 

Nothing like the NAPA 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl to 
recharge a card. Thirteen of the 
fastest horses in the country 
blazing through six furlongs for 
$1 million. 

The Mid-Atlantic region 
pulled out the banners to cheer 
on Xtra Heat. And sure enough 
it was a horse with Mid-Atlantic 
ties on the lead from the start. It 
just wasn’t Xtra Heat. 

Thunderello, at 48-1 for 
trainer Scott Lake, bounced out 
of the gate and led the sprinters 
down the backside. The 3-year- 
old colt turned for home and 
rebroke. It took the best sprinter 
in the game to run him down. 

Orientate and Jerry Bailey 
finally clawed past Thunderello 
deep in the stretch to clinch the 
Eclipse Award. 

Xtra Heat never reached the 
lead and checked in sixth. It was 
Orientate’s fifth win in a row 
since D. Wayne Lukas focused 
the son of Mt. Livermore on 
sprinting. Owned by Bob and

Beverly Lewis, Orientate was a 
standout all year in the division. 

As for Thunderello, he near¬ 
ly pulled off the biggest upset of 
the day. As one of only three 3- 
year-olds in the Sprint and mak¬ 
ing just the sixth start of his 
career, the son of Montbrook 
gave up experience to every 
horse in the race. His speed 
overcame any issues about expe¬ 
rience and he nearly held off 
Orientate in a stretch-long bat¬ 
tle. 

“At the eighth pole, I turned 
to the people I was sitting with 
and said Scott Lake’s horse is 
running a hell of a race,” Lukas 
said. “I think [Orientate’s] the 
fastest horse in the world today.” 

The Breeders’ Cup Filly and 
Mare Turf-GI came next and 
another upset followed. 

Starine (Fr), owned and 
trained by Bobby Frankel, won 
the $1 million race over Banks 
Hill (GB) (also trained by 
Frankel) and Islington (Ire). 

The first six finishers were 
bred in Europe, the winner a 
French-bred 5-year-old daughter 
of Mendocino who was making 
her second start off a four- 
month vacation. 

On Friday morning, Frankel 
stood in front of his seven- 


horse string and predicted a 
good show. 

“I wouldn’t trade the way my 
horses came into the Breeders’ 
Cup with anybody,” he said. 
“They’re all doing good. I 
walked two this morning 
because they’re doing so good.” 


Standing in the paddock after 
his one-two finish in the Filly 
and Mare Turf, Frankel looked 
like a dog who just stole dinner 
off the table. 

“She’s a house horse. Can 
you believe that?” Frankel said. 
“I was going to retire her this 


WAGERING IS NEW HIGH 


W orldwide wagering on the 11-race Breeders’ Cup World 
Thoroughbred Championships card (consisting of the eight 
Breeders’ Cup races and three supporting stakes) totaled 
$116,367,198, an all-time record for the event. 

(These figures, released in early November, do not include approx¬ 
imately $400,000 in wagers from Italy and other foreign countries 
that were still to be tabulated.) 

The 2002 total handle broke the Breeders’ Cup mark of 
$108,603,040 set at Churchill Downs in 2000. The grand total also 
was 11.7 percent higher than last year's Breeders’ Cup wagering of 
$104,145,186. Simulcast wagering on the day increased by nearly 
13 percent from 2001, as $102,798,989 was wagered at off-track 
outlets worldwide. Total wagering on just the eight Breeders’ Cup 
World Thoroughbred Championships races was $108,885,673. 

Illinois led the way among wagering by individual states with 
$17,934,978, including the on-track handle at Arlington Park. New 
York led all simulcast jurisdictions with $13,447,398 wagered on the 
11-race card. Following New York was California with $12,822,242, 
Nevada ($6,314,843), Pennsylvania ($5,437,752), Florida ($5,280,406), 
New Jersey ($4,723,490), Kentucky ($4,530,828) and Canada 
($4,307,553). 
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Vindication outperfomed a dozen rivals to register a two and three-quarter length victory in the Juvenile-GI. The son 
of Seattle Slew, bred by Virginia Kraft Payson, made his mark for trainer Bob Baffert and owner Satish Sanan. 



spring and we did a nuclear scan 
and couldn't find anything. I 
gave her a couple of months off 
and she's been good ever since." 

Speaking of good ever since. 
Vindication kept his undefeated 
record intact by winning the 
Bessemer Trust Breeders' Cup 
Juvenile-GI by two and three- 
quarters lengths. Trained by Bob 
Baffert for Padua Stables, the 
nearly black son of Seatde Slew 
won easily over his stablemate 
Kafwain. Ridden by Mike Smith, 
Vindication became the next 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile winner 
who gets to wear the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl favorite tag until spring. 

He might be the best chance 

yet. 

“I've been excited about him 
for a while. A lot of those hand- 
icappers were worried that his 
numbers weren't as good as 
these other horses. But he’s a 
kind of horse who was only 
doing what he had to do. He won 
so easily that he was just loafing 
out there. If he had to run faster, 
he could, and I knew he could," 
Smith said. “Not only is he a 
beautiful horse but he's a beauti¬ 
ful mover. He just floats over the 
ground. I think the distance will 
be no problem and he has natu¬ 
ral speed like his daddy." 

Distance is definitely within 
his pedigree and the grind is def¬ 


initely within his temperament. 
The horse is big, beautiful, tal¬ 
ented and composed. Kafwain 
was game in second while Hold 
That Tiger instandy became the 
sleeper horse for next year's 
Triple Crown. Trained by Aidan 
O'Brien, the son of Storm Cat 
broke poorly in his American 
debut and was last around the 
first turn. Kieren Fallon took 
him seven-wide around the sec¬ 
ond turn and he rallied strongly 
down the middle of the track for 
third. 

“It was a totally new experi¬ 
ence for him," O'Brien said. 
“Kieren said he was watching the 
stall handler at the break, but he 
came home really well. I would 
love to think he could be a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby horse next year." 

O'Brien finally found his way 
to the winner's circle when High 
Chaparral (Ire) won the John 
Deere Breeders' Cup Turf-Gl 
over With Anticipation and Fal¬ 
con Flight (Fr). Sent off as the 
overwhelming favorite, the 3- 
year-old son of Sadler's Wells 
rated in midpack in the eight- 
horse field and held off With 
Anticipation for his seventh vic¬ 
tory including the Irish Derby- 
Gl and Epsom Derby-Gl. 
Ridden by Mick Kinane, High 
Chaparral won by one and a 
quarter lengths to become the 


frontrunner for the turf Eclipse 
Award. 

Pennsylvania-bred With Anti¬ 
cipation lost nothing in defeat. 

“I'm very proud of our 
horse. He's a tremendous horse, 
and he ran a courageous race, 
but he's not an English Derby 
winner," said Jonathan Shep¬ 
pard, who trains With Anticipa¬ 
tion for owner/breeder George 
Strawbridge Jr. “High Chaparral 
is a classic winner in Europe." 

And finally it was time for 
America’s Classic. The mile and a 
quarter Breeders' Cup Classic- 
G1 essentially pitted the 3-year- 
olds against the 4-year-olds. 
Came Home, War Emblem and 
Medaglia d'Oro represented the 
best 3-year-olds while Evening 
Attire led the older group. The 
oldest horse in the field of 12 
was 5-year-old longshot Milwau¬ 
kee Brew. 

When it was over, the race 
belonged to a 77-year-old. Trainer 
P.G. Johnson was inducted into 
the Racing Hall of Fame five 
years ago. The committee better 
pull down his plaque and add a 
paragraph. Something like this: 

“In 2002, Johnson entered 
Volponi, a horse he bred, trained 
and co-owned, in the Breeders' 
Cup Classic. The horse's best 
races were on the turf and even 
those were more solid than stel¬ 


lar. The 4-year-old colt was com¬ 
pletely overlooked in the betting. 
Only Johnson knew. The horse 
ran off the screen, winning the 
Classic by the largest margin in 
history and returning $89. It 
shocked the world." 

Johnson is one of those old- 
timers who gets up and goes to 
work every day. They make a 
plan, stick to the plan and never 
get too excited or get too down. 
That mantra would never be 
more tested than in the last two 
years. 

Johnson was diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in January 2001. 

“I didn't lose much time with 
the operations and everything, 
only about five or six days in two 
years," Johnson said. “I didn't 
feel too good and I might have 
been crabbier than usual but I got 
it done, we all got it done. I got a 
lot of help from Ocala. I don’t 
think I’d like to have tried with¬ 
out him." 

“Ocala" is Heriberto Cedano, 
who has been with Johnson for 
30 years. 

“I love it. I can't wait to get to 
the barn in the morning even 
when we have bad horses. I'd 
never do it if I didn't love it," 
Johnson said. “I totally, totally 
enjoy it. It's a challenge because 
nothing is ever the same with 
horses. I'll do it as long as I have

my health, and I have my health 
back." 

Johnson never looked more 
healthy than moments after the 
Breeders’ Cup Classic. That’s 
what coming home will do. 
Johnson was born in Chicago 
and raced there before moving 
to New York permanently in 
1962. Volponi was bred by 
Amherst Stable, a partnership of 
Johnson, his wife Mary Kay and 
daughters Kathy and Karen. 
Longtime client and friend Ed 
Baier owns a part of the horse as 
well. 

“He matured tremendously 
through the fall and summer. I 
was thinking he would peak next 
year and then through the fall I 
started thinking we really got to 
do this. I ran him into it rather 
than play horse trainer," Johnson 
said. 

“He’s a strong, tough horse 
who could take the training and 
running. He did it right. We let 
him down the last two weeks, 
only went a couple of easy halfs. 
Then we jogged him when we 
got to Chicago. I couldn’t make 
him any more ready. It was up to 
him." 

You can count on seeing 
Johnson at his desk in Barn 63 at 
Belmont Park with Baier leaning 
on the heater, talking horses 
every morning. The office is 


sparsely decorated. Pretentious¬ 
ness is not allowed there. John¬ 
son shoots straighter than Clint 
Eastwood as the oudaw Josey 
Wales. like the time he had a dis¬ 
agreement with an owner, “I had 
to fire them," he said. “I’m too 
old for that nonsense." 

Not too old to pull the upset 
of the year. Johnson liked the 
distance of the Classic. He wasn’t 
afraid of the competition and he 
felt the timing was right. He 
cross-entered Volponi in the 
Mile but always wanted to go for 
the Classic. He got his wish and 
the horse did the rest. 

E Dubai jumped to the lead 
with War Emblem tracking him. 
Volponi bided his time in fifth, 
with the added blinkers doing 
exacdy what Johnson predicted, 
making him more interested. On 
the turn, Medaglia d’Oro led 
briefly while Jose Santos angled 
Volponi for clearance. It was 
over. 

The 4-year-old colt by Cryp¬ 
toclearance roared down the 
stretch, widening with every 
stride. Medaglia d’Oro held on 
for second with the late-running 
Milwaukee Brew closing for 
third. 

The last guy to make it to the 
winner’s circle was Johnson. 
They asked him if he wanted to 


PICK SIX SCANDAL 

T he 2002 Breeders’ Cup World Thoroughbred Championships 
gained unwanted attention in the weeks following the event, as 
the racing world was rocked by apparent fraud involving the 
Breeders’ Cup Ultra Pick 6. 

The alleged improprieties came to light when Derrick Davis, a 29- 
year-old Marylander, was the only person to successfully complete 
the wager. Davis held six tickets worth a total of $3.1 million. 

The wagering pattern immediately raised red flags because all six 
tickets, purchased at a total cost of $1,152, singled out one horse 
—the winner—in each of the first four races, and wheeled that horse 
in combination with every horse in the last two races. 

The tickets were purchased through a telephone account at 
Catskill 0TB in New York, and apparently exploited a weak link in the 
computer system. Due to the complexity of the pick six, Autotote 
totalizator company, which processed the wager, did not transmit the 
betting numbers of the horses until after the first five races were run. 

Autotote fired one of its computer programmers, Chris Harn, 29, 
in the early days of the investigation. Harn and Davis were fraternity 
brothers at Drexel University in the early 1990s. Harn, Davis and a 
third suspect, Glen DaSilva, surrendered to authorities in White Plains, 
N.Y., on November 12, and were accused with conspiring to commit 
wire fraud. 

Meanwhile, the Breeders’ Cup and National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association (NTRA) sought to address the long-term consequences. 
The NTRA has formed a wagering technology working group “to 
review computer security in connection with wagering on horse rac¬ 
ing and, working with other industry groups, to assure ongoing cus¬ 
tomer confidence in the integrity of all procedures and technology 
involved.” /LucyActon 
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Volponi bided his time on the rail just behind pacesetter E Dubai before exploding in the stretch to win the $4 million Classic-GI by a record-setting six 
and a half lengths. Trainer Philip Johnson and his daughter Karen Johnson hoist the winner’s trophy. Volponi, bred by the Johnson family’s Amherst Stable, 
campaigns for the trainer, his wife Mary Kay and daughters Karen and Kathy, in partnership with the Spruce Pond Stable of New York resident Edward Baier.

Jonathan Sheppard doesn’t 
joke about getting to the 
Breeders’ Cup. The Hall of 
Famer has been there before, all 
the way back when Storm Cat 
finished second in the 1985 
Juvenile. 

Augustin Stable (George 
Strawbridge Jr.)’s With Anticipa¬ 
tion became his fifth Breeders’ 
Cup starter and he nearly upset 
the Turf won by High Chapar¬ 
ral. With Anticipation ratded off 
three straight Grade Is this sum¬ 
mer before finishing sixth in the 
Turf Classic at Belmont Park. 
Last year, the big gray gelding 
did nearly the same thing, win¬ 
ning Grade Is in the summer 
before disappointing late in the 
year. 

He was seventh in last year’s 
Breeders’ Cup Turf, finishing 13 
lengths behind Fantastic Light. 

Rated behind High Chaparral 
by Pat Day on the instructions 
of Sheppard, the big gray geld¬ 
ing stormed home but was 
unable to catch the winner. The 
$484,000 second-place check 
pushed With Anticipation’s 
career earnings past $2.5 million 
(third on the all-time leading 
Pennsylvania-bred money-earn¬ 
ers list). 

“With Anticipation ran a 
great race. People were saying it 
was a repeat of last year, that he 
was just a summer horse, that he 
was over the top, that he had lost 
a step. He refuted that,” Shep¬ 
pard said. “I knew he couldn’t 
beat Golan or High Chaparral 
on their best races, but I was 
confident he would run well. 
Golan didn’t run to his best, and 
High Chaparral did. [With 
Anticipation] is a nice old horse, 
but he’s no Derby winner. We 
know that.” 

One thing we know is With 
Anticipation was the only horse 
to work in the snow before the 
Breeders’ Cup. Sheppard kept 
his stable star in Saratoga to 
prep for the Breeders’ Cup. Fall 
weather in upstate New York? 
Well. . . 

The turf course was official¬ 
ly closed a week before the big 
show but Sheppard asked New 
York Racing Association racing 
secretary Mike Lakow for an 
extension. 

“Driving up there listening 
to the weather report I heard 
about rain, possibly mixed with 
snow in the Capital Region. 
There was one inch of snow on 
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Toccet, the Juvenile-GI contender from the stable of Laurel Park-based John

the ground when he worked/' 
Sheppard said. "I was very hope¬ 
ful and pleased actually. He han¬ 
dled the soft ground, and got a 
chance to experience it close to 
the race.

Scott Lake can hardly be 
called just a Mid-Adantic trainer 
by now. He has horses in Mary¬ 
land, Pennsylvania and New 
York. None better than Thun- 
derello who prepped for the 


Breeders' Cup at Belmont Park 
and nearly upset the whole thing. 

Thunderello was Lake's first 
Breeders’ Cup starter. 

“I've said all along that there 
is no horse faster than he is in 
the early going and if he wanted 
the lead, he was going to get it," 
Lake said. “He ran an incredible 
race and he's only 3. He gave us 
something to build on. I'm very 
proud of him."

Maybe the weight finally got 
to Xtra Heat. The dynamo from 
Maryland went to the Breeders' 
Cup carrying the world yet again 
—all of the Mid-Atlantic region, 
all the underdogs, and all the 
dreamers. 

She failed to hit the board for 
only the second time in 32 
tries—finishing sixth, beaten 
five lengths by Orientate. 

Purchased for $5,000 at the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale in 
May 2000, Xtra Heat has won 
over $2.2 million. 

Trained by John SaHman Jr. 
and owned by Salzman, Harry 
Deitchman and Kenneth Taylor, 
Xtra Heat was sent to the Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky Selected Mixed 
sale on November 3, but she 
failed to reach her reserve. The 
daughter of Dixieland Heat was 
bought back for $1.7 million by 
Salzman, Deitchman and Taylor, 
who then sold her privately for a

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SHOULD 
STEWARDS 
HAVE THE 
FINAL SAY? 


Appealing stewards’ decisions to a higher 
authority is commonplace, although many 
object to the practice, by Bin Heller 


I n the waning months of 1973, 
owner Penny Chenery careful¬ 
ly selected Secretariat’s final 
career start. To honor Secretar¬ 
iat’s Canadian connections— 
jockey Ron Turcotte and trainer 
Lucien Laurin—she designated 
the Canadian International 
Championship at Woodbine, 
where Turcotte had begun his 
career. 

But things did not go accord¬ 
ing to plan. Secretariat’s final 
race would be run on October 
28. Four days earlier a horse 
Turcotte rode to win a turf race 
at Aqueduct was disqualified for 
interference, and he was handed 
a five-day suspension, effective 
October 26. He could have 
appealed, but accepted the sus¬ 
pension, thereby missing the 
milestone event, an easy victory 
under Eddie Maple. Turcotte 
called it his biggest disappoint¬ 
ment in racing. 

Why did Turcotte do it? He 
didn’t want to undermine the 
authority of the stewards by 
challenging their decision. 

Nearly 30 years later, it’s 
“Fire at will!” Jockeys and train¬ 
ers rarely accept suspensions 
these days without appealing 
them, though today’s stewards 
are more qualified than ever to 
confront the difficult decisions 
they routinely have to make. 

Should the issue be setded 
on the spot, by the stewards? Or 
should state racing commissions 
have the final say? Are the polit¬ 
ical appointees populating those 
commissions qualified to make 
such judgments? 

And if jockeys, trainers and 
owners do not get an opportuni¬ 
ty to appeal stewards’ decisions 
before a racing commission, is it 
a denial of their due process? 

Like everything else in rac¬ 
ing, the answers vary from state 
to state. In Kentucky, everything 
except the stewards’ disqualifica¬ 
tion of a horse after a race can 
be appealed to the racing com¬ 
mission. In Maryland, state law 
says that any stewards’ decision 
can be appealed as part of due 
process. Most other racing states 
in the Mid-Atlantic fall some¬ 
where in between in their 
approach and practice. 

“When it’s an appeal, it’s gen¬ 
erally who can find the best 
lawyer,” said Bernie Hettel, 
executive director of the 
Kentucky Racing Commission 


and a steward for 20 years at 
Keeneland and Churchill Downs. 
“It works out well in Kentucky. 
We have not had any major 
harangue with the commission. 
From a practical standpoint, the 
people making the call should be 
the ones most qualified to make 
that decision. It requires a level 
of competency. And the people 
making the call have seen the 
race live.” 

But because it is live, stew¬ 
ards have precious little time to 
digest the facts, review the tapes, 
talk to the individuals involved 
and make a decision, one that 
will always trigger the support of 
the winning party and the wrath 
of the loser. It goes with the ter¬ 
ritory. 

Dick Hamilton has been 
there. A New York Racing 
Association steward from 1989 
to 1995, Hamilton is not really 
comfortable with the concept of 
racing commissions overturning 
stewards’ decisions. 

“It hampers the stewards 
that, if you make a decision, 
hanging out there is whether or 
not it’s going to be overruled,” 
said Hamilton, who is now com¬ 
munications officer for the 
National Museum of Racing 
and Hall of Fame. “It’s like an ax 
hanging over your head. I’m not 
saying the stewards are always 


right. Nobody is. But you 
appoint individuals to do the 
job. You have faith in them 
doing their jobs. Half the time, 
the commissioners don’t know 
what they’re talking about 
because they’re politicians. If you 
see a bad pattern of decisions, 
you get rid of the stewards.” 

That’s exactly what hap¬ 
pened when the worst stewards’ 
decision ever recorded—the dis¬ 
qualification of the wrong horse, 
Allumeuse, in the second race at 
Saratoga on August 2, 1986— 
cost all three stewards their posi¬ 
tions. Allumeuse was reinstated 
as the winner and the purse 
money was redistributed. 

But most racing commis¬ 
sions are reluctant to reverse 
stewards’ decisions, especially 
judgment calls made during a 
race. 

“It does not happen a lot,” 
Rick Abbott, a Pennsylvania 
(Thoroughbred) racing commis¬ 
sioner, said. “As a board, we are 
very reluctant to overturn our 
stewards, particularly in a matter 
involving the running of a race. 
There have been a couple of 
occasions where we disagreed 
with the stewards’ interpretation 
of a rule. I won’t say we won’t 
overturn them, but we’re more 
inclined to give in to their 
expertise.” 


Pennsylvania’s three-member 
racing commission is manned by 
Abbott, a sales agent and lawyer, 
Paul Mills, a former trainer at 
Penn National who won the first 
race ever contested there, and 
chairman Cuyler Walker, a lawyer 
and member of one of the 
state’s most prominent racing 
families. 

Delaware’s racing commis¬ 
sioners also boast ties to racing. 
“In Delaware, we have five com¬ 
missioners, and all are owners or 
have been owners,” said Bernard 
Daney, a certified public ac¬ 
countant and business consult¬ 
ant who serves as commission 
chairman. “We are appointed by 
the governor, but all have 
knowledge and experience in 
racing. Other states are much 
more political than the state of 
Delaware.” 

Daney, who with his wife 
Arlene bred and owns this year’s 
Maryland Million Classic winner 
Docent—and any of his compa¬ 
triot commissioners who are 
current owners, cannot race their 
horses in the state of Delaware. 

In New Jersey, appeals to the 
nine-member racing commis¬ 
sion are usually sent to an 
administrative law judge. “An 
administrative law judge has 
more legal expertise,” said Mike 
Vukcevich, a lawyer who is the 
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deputy director of the New 
Jersey racing commission. “In 
New Jersey, it’s considered to be 
the most practical way to avoid 
massive hearings before the rac¬ 
ing commission. It improves 
efficiency/’ 

Doesn’t it also send a disput¬ 
ed racing decision to a judge 
who does not have expertise in 
racing? “As a lawyer, myself, I 
don’t believe that to be the case,” 
Vukcevich said. “Whatever the 
judge needs to know, he’s 
informed. You may have judges 
who aren’t experienced, but they 
become experienced. They have 
no preconceived notions. This is 
the way they do it in New Jersey. 
The advantage is you have a neu¬ 
tral judge who looks at it fresh. 
Some horsemen would say 
they’d rather have a judge look at 
it than the people who are the 
bosses of the stewards.” 

There are, of course, disad¬ 
vantages. “One of the draw¬ 
backs is the timing,” Vukcevich 
said. “It takes a long time if it 
goes to the judge. You’re talking 
about a four to seven-month lag 
time.” 

The other option is that the 
commission hears the case itself. 
Decisions by the commission, in 
most if not all states, can be 
appealed to the courts. In New 
Jersey, the final decision by the 
commission is appealable to the 
state appellate court and then to 
the state supreme court. 

There’s a case in Maryland on 
that trajectory, though it will 
never generate the attention the 
1980 Preakness did, when 
Codex carried Kentucky Derby 
winner Genuine Risk extremely 
wide on the final turn, defeated 
her and then survived an objec¬ 
tion and a hearing before the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

On July 15, 2000, Disco Rico, 
owned by Alfred DiRico, won 
the $75,000 Montpelier Stakes 
by a neck over Max’s Pal. But 
Max’s Pal’s jockey, Rick Wilson, 
claimed foul against Disco Rico’s 
rider Richard Migliore. “The 
stewards determined no interfer¬ 
ence and made the result offi¬ 
cial,” said Bruce Spizler, the 
Assistant Attorney General serv¬ 
ing as counsel to the Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

The matter was far from 
resolved. First place was worth 
60 percent of the purse, $45,000, 


while the second-place finisher 
would earn 20 percent, that is 
$15,000. 

Max’s Pal’s trainer Ben Per¬ 
kins Jr. appealed the stewards’ 
decision to the nine-member 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

“In Maryland, the state gov¬ 
ernment law says that commis¬ 
sions have broad authority with 
regulatory restrictions,” Spizler 
said. “It’s a living body of regula¬ 
tory restrictions. The commis¬ 
sion under this system is not a 
rubber stamp. In Maryland, 
stewards’ decisions are made in a 
rapid manner. It’s time-constrict¬ 
ed, particularly with disqualifica¬ 
tions. The public is waiting a 
result. There’s a limited amount 
of time. Not everyone has time 
to say what they want to say.” 

Still, Spizler said, stewards’ 
decisions are not taken lightly by 
the commission. “As their coun¬ 
sel, I have many times said that 
great weight is given to the stew¬ 
ards based on their expertise. 
These are the men and women 
who see the races day in and day 
out” 

So why reverse their calls? 
“In many cases, the stewards’ 
decisions are absolutely right. 
Other cases, I think they have 
completely blown it,” said Alan 
Foreman, chief executive officer 
of the Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Associations and counsel 
to the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. “The 
fact that the commissioners are 
political appointees doesn’t 
mean that they’re not qualified to 
take a second look. In Maryland, 
you have experienced horsepeo- 
ple who serve on these commis¬ 
sions who have watched races 
for a number of years. If the 
stewards can defend their deci¬ 
sion, fine. If not, they should be 
reversed.” 

Yet even John Franzone, a 
Maryland racing commissioner 
who was chairman for three 
years, has reservations. “I feel the 
order of finish should not come 
to the commission because I 
think the commission doesn’t 
have their expertise,” Franz one 
said. “They haven’t gone to 
stewards’ school to get accredit¬ 
ed. In Maryland, there’s a provi¬ 
sion for due process in adminis¬ 
trative law that one has to have 
that opportunity for review and 
possible reversal by the commis¬ 
sion. Conversely, the commis- 


INFAMOUS DQ 
PROVED IMPETUS FOR 
STEWARDS’ SCHOOL 


W hether the errant disqual¬ 
ification of Allumeuse 
at Saratoga on August 2, 
1986 (see sidebar on page 33), 
led to the creation of a nation¬ 
al program for stewards is con¬ 
jecture. But Bernie Hettel, a 
steward who is the executive 
director of the Kentucky Rac¬ 
ing Commission, said, “Prior to 
that terrible incident at Sara¬ 
toga, there wasn’t a structured 
group of educators. Before 
that, it was learn by the seat of 
your pants.” 

Convinced that there had to 
be a better way, four of Thor¬ 
oughbred racing’s most distin¬ 
guished officials—Keene Dain- 
gerfield, Dr. Manny Gilman, 
Kenny Noe and Cal Rainey— 
worked with The Jockey Club, 
the Association of Racing 
Commissioners International, 
the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations and the University 
of Louisville in 1987 to imple¬ 
ment a program for stewards. 

“We started in November, 
1987, and our first school was 
in ’89,” said Bob Lawrence, a 
professor and chairman of the 
Department of Equine Busi¬ 
ness at the University of Louis¬ 
ville. “A lot of the stewards had 
never met before. They put 
faces on the other side of the 
phone call. The interaction 
then, and the interaction now, 
is probably one of the best 
things to come out of this.” 

In 1991, the American 
Quarter Horse Association, 
which had been conducting a 
course for stewards at the 
University of Arizona, signed 
on, and the two schools 
merged programs. In 1995, the 
United States Trotting Associ¬ 
ation signed on, followed by 
the North American Pari- 
Mutuel Regulators Association, 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association, 
Harness Tracks of America, 
the Jockeys’ Guild, the National 
Thoroughbred Racing Associ¬ 
ation and the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Associations. 

To date, 414 stewards have 
participated in the school, and 
259 have been accredited, the 


62.6 percent success rate a con¬ 
tinuing testimony to the diffi¬ 
culty of the program and the 
tests that accompany it. 

To get accredited, stewards 
must meet a minimum require¬ 
ment of experience as a racing 
official, attend the stewards’ 
school’s 60-hour program of 
courses and pass the school’s 
video exam, oral exam and 
three-part written exam. To 
remain accredited, a steward 
must take a 16-hour refresher 
course every two years. 

“At the school, it’s 60 hours 
of classroom time,” said Wendy 
Davis, who runs the University 
of Arizona school as part of 
the university’s Race Track 
Industry Program. “We bring 
in professionals and experts 
from a number of areas, drugs 
and medication, vets and lab 
personnel, attorneys and other 
stewards to talk about due 
process, the hearing process 
and the whole legal web stew¬ 
ards have to follow.” 

Obviously, there was a 
country full of stewards before 
the schools started, but not one 
of them received a free pass for 
accreditation. “There has been 
no grandfathering in this,” 
Lawrence said. 

A survey by the Jockeys’ 
Guild two years ago indicated 
roughly 85 percent of active 
stewards were accredited. “The 
numbers have gone up,” Law¬ 
rence said. “One or two states 
have it in statutes [that stewards 
must be accredited]; others in 
regulations and others in job 
descriptions.” 

Maryland steward John 
Burke, who previously was a 
steward at Rockingham Park 
and Suffolk Downs, went to a 
refresher school earlier this 
year at Calder race course in 
Florida. “I was very happy I 
went,” he said. “Maybe I didn’t 
learn anything new, but it cer¬ 
tainly reinforced some of my 
feelings. It’s always good to get 
people in the same profession 
together and talk about issues. 
You’re meeting stewards from 
all over the country.”

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sion has to hear them. I don’t like 
it, but I do it. I think what should 
happen is akin to the NFL. What 
would happen if the game 
comes to an end, the officials 
make the call, and the next day 
the head of officials reviews it 
and changes the decision? 


“It’s not fair to the public to 
change it. They blow some. 
That’s life. I like instant replays. 
The stewards have that ability. 
That should be the end of the 
expert analysis. But a lot of 
horsemen in Maryland say, ‘No 
way; we want to come to the 


commission if they [the stew¬ 
ards] blow it.’ ” 

That was exactly the con¬ 
tention of Max’s Pal’s connec¬ 
tions in the 2000 Montpelier 
Stakes: that the stewards had 
made the wrong call. Subse¬ 
quently, they were granted a de 


novo hearing by the commis¬ 
sion, one that was not attended 
by Disco Rico’s owner, who lives 
in Massachusetts, or Migliore, 
who rides in New York. Both 
were sent notice of the hearing, 
according to Spizler. The com¬ 
mission overturned the stewards,

A lan Foreman, counsel to 
the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Horsemen’s Asso¬ 
ciation and chief executive 
officer of the Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Associations, has 
two pictures from the 105th 
running of the Preakness 
Stakes in 1980 on the wall of 
his office. 

One is a slow-motion pic¬ 
ture from ABC-TV, showing 
the winner Codex, practically 
mugging the Kentucky Derby 
heroine, Genuine Risk, on the 
far turn. “The ABC slow- 
motion shows the horses 
absolutely on top of each 
other,” Foreman said. 

The other picture was 
taken by Baltimore Sun pho¬ 
tographer Wayman Swagger. 
“He was at the very same 
spot,” Foreman said. “It 
shows a sizable distance 
between the two horses. I 
could walk between the two 
horses.” 

Foreman had more than a 
passing interest in the most 
controversial no-call in mod¬ 
ern Triple Crown racing his¬ 
tory, when Angel Cordero 
took Tartan Stable’s Codex, 
destined to become trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas’s first winner of 
a Triple Crown race, extremely 
wide, carrying Genuine Risk 
and jockey Jacinto Vasquez 
even wider. 

Then an Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General for the state of 
Maryland, Foreman was part 
of the legal team that defend¬ 
ed the stewards in a three-day 
hearing before the racing 
commission to ultimately

decide the winner of the 
$250,600 Preakness. The differ¬ 
ence in purse money alone was 
$140,600—$180,600 to the win¬ 
ner vs. $40,000 for second. 

“I remember as if it was yes¬ 
terday,” Foreman said. “I was ill 
and home. It was one of the few 
Preaknesses I’ve missed. I knew 
when [steward] Fred Colwill 
said on ABC there was no con¬ 
tact, I knew there was going to 
be trouble.” 

That’s because retired Hall of 
Fame rider Eddie Arcaro, serv¬ 
ing as an analyst for ABC-TV, 
had said that Codex should have 
been disqualified. 

Codex won the race by four 
and three-quarter 
lengths over 
Genuine 
Risk, 


the Maryland Racing Commis¬ 
sion. The fifth member, Robert 
Furtick, disqualified himself 
because he had remarked to a 
reporter that he thought Codex 
should have been disqualified. 
That left Robert Banning, Frank 
Cuccia, Neil McCardell and 
Kenneth Proctor to decide the 
outcome. 

Banning, 53, and Cuccia, 76, 
had been automobile dealers. 
McCardell, cited as “older than 
Cuccia,” once ran a stationery 
store. Proctor was a 72-year-old 
retired Circuit Court judge. 

After three days of testimo¬ 
ny, the commission voted 
three-to-one to back the stew- 
ards, leaving 
Codex the

attempting to 
become the only filly 
ever to win the first two legs of 
the Triple Crown. Genuine Risk 
finished second, three and a 
quarter lengths clear of Colonel 
Moran in third, and Vasquez 
claimed foul. 

The “Objection” sign lit on 
the Pimlico tote board, but the 
stewards let the result stand. 
Genuine Risk’s owners, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bertram Firestone, did not, 
appealing the decision made by 
stewards Colwill, Ed Litzen- 
berger and Clinton Pitts Jr. 

That led to a hearing in front 
of four of the five members of 


What

turn? The Daily Racing Form 
chart acknowledged that Genu¬ 
ine Risk “lost momentum when 
carried extremely wide by 
Codex and lightly brushed.” 
Foreman, to this day, disputes 
that there was contact. “It did 
not occur,” he said. 

But the man with the best 
view was Bill Passmore. Now a 
Maryland steward, Passmore 
rode 60-1, frontrunning long- 
shot Knight Landing in that 
Preakness. When Knight Land¬ 
ing began to fade—eventually 
finishing seventh in the eight- 


horse field—Passmore saw the 
incident in front of him. 

“I had a ringside seat,” Pass- 
more said. “I got subpoenaed. I 
testified before the commission. 
They asked me my opinion. In 
my opinion, I thought Codex’s 
number would come down. 
That was my opinion. But I also 
testified that it was a judgment 
call and that the number should 
stand.” 

Foreman, for one, would be 
content never to see it happen 
again. “I hold my breath every 
time the Preakness is run,” he 
said. 

But it almost did happen 
again with even more on the line 
in the final leg of the Triple 
Crown, the 1998 Belmont 
Stakes. Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness winner Real Quiet 
stood to win not only the bulk 
of the $1 million Belmont 
Stakes purse, but a $5 million 
Triple Crown bonus and 
- immortality as the first Triple 
Crown winner in 20 years if 
4 he held off Victory Gallop in 

the final strides of the mile 
* and a half Belmont Stakes. 

; Instead, he tired just before 
the finish line and drifted out 
into Victory Gallop. They 
bumped as they crossed the fin¬ 
ish line, bobbing noses apart. 

The “Inquiry” sign was lit on 
the tote board. But it was an 
inquiry that never was done, 
because the photo finish 
showed Victory Gallop the win¬ 
ner by a nose. Had he lost, the 
three stewards at Belmont Park 
would have faced the most diffi¬ 
cult call in the history of the 
Triple Crown. 

And it would not be, as one 
or more steward commented to 
the media afterwards, an easy 
call to disqualify Real Quiet. 
“They probably breathed a sigh 
of relief that they didn’t have to 
make that call,” said New York 
State Racing and Wagering 
Board chairman Mike Hoblock. 
“I don’t think anyone wants to 
be put in that position.” 

/Bill Heller 
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declared Max's Pal the winner, 
and ordered the redistribution 
of the purse on August 15, 
2000. 

Two days later, an attorney 
representing DiRico and Disco 
Rico's trainer, Valora (Lori) Tes- 
terman, claimed that DiRico was 
out of town at Saratoga and had 
not received notice of the hear¬ 
ing. Migliore was riding at 
Saratoga. DiRico's lawyer 
requested a new hearing by the 
commission. That request was 
denied on September 13, 2000. 

DiRico, Tester man and Mig¬ 
liore then appealed to the Circuit 
Court for Baltimore County. 
The Circuit Court ruled in favor 
of the commission, noting that 
DiRico was sent notice of the 
hearing at his listed address. 

Then DiRico, et al, took the 
case to the Maryland Court of 
Special Appeals. “The case was 
briefed by both sides in Anna¬ 
polis in April 2002," Spizler said. 
“We're still waiting for the deci¬ 
sion. Anything could happen." 

Spizler, who grew up four 
blocks from Pimlico race course 
in Baltimore and attended races 
there with his dad, said that it 
appeared that one of the three 
judges hearing that appeal 
favored DiRico and that another 
favored the racing commission. 
That would make the third 
judge's call crucial. 

Will that end it? Not neces¬ 
sarily. Following that decision, 
the losing party may file a writ of 
certiorari with the Maryland 
Court of Appeals, the highest 
court in the state. 

Over then? We'll see. If the 
matter is deemed a constitution¬ 
al issue, it could conceivably go 
to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

This again prompts the ques¬ 
tion: Should stewards' judgment 
calls be subject to review? Ben 
Liebman of Albany Law School, 
who served on the New York 
State Racing and Wagering 
Board from 1988 through 2000, 
says no. The man he served on 
the Racing and Wagering Board 
with, commissioner Mike Hob- 
lock, says yes. 

“I think it's a bad idea to let 
people appeal a judgment call," 
Liebman said. “Absent bad faith 
or criminality, the stewards' deci¬ 
sion should be final. In every 
other sport, the officials' deci¬ 
sion is upheld. It makes more 
sense because they're the 
experts. Nobody wants basically 


administrative people to over¬ 
rule the judgment calls made by 
people who have expertise." 

Hoblock disagrees. “I think 
everyone is entitled to the judi¬ 
cial process, particularly when 
you're imposing penalties that 
affect their livelihood," he said. 
“The system gives individuals 
rights that they deserve. Some 
stewards think it's undermining. 
I've seen situations where stew¬ 
ards expect all their decisions to 
be upheld. But that’s the best 
part of the system. It allows an 
independent review" 

And if that review is by a 
judge not steeped in racing 
knowledge? “You don't neces¬ 
sarily have to be an expert," 
Hoblock said. “Not every judge 
in the judicial system is an expert 
on everything." 

What do racing's experts, the 
stewards, believe? In Maryland, 
where the right of appeal is 
statutorily guaranteed, it's a 
moot point. 

‘"With our law, it doesn't mat¬ 
ter," Maryland steward and for¬ 
mer jockey Bill Passmore said. 
“They have a right to appeal, 
and the commission, they have 
their opinion." 

Maryland steward John 
Burke, who was a steward in 
New Hampshire and Massachu¬ 
setts before moving to Maryland 
in September, can live with the 
Maryland system. 

“I personally don't have any 
problems with checks and bal¬ 
ances on my authority," Burke 
said. “When you're talking about 
the disqualification of a horse, 
it's a judgment call. But you're 
talking about substantial money. 
Everybody should have the right 
to due process. This is America. 
I vote my conscience. Most of 
the time, it's upheld. If it's not, I 
don't take it personally. You 
move on." 

Both Burke, and Maryland's 
third steward, Phil Grove, who 
previously was a steward in West 
Virginia, saw little difference in 
their jobs when they changed 
states. They and all their con¬ 
temporaries share a burning 
desire to make the right deci¬ 
sions. 

“All decisions are taken very 
seriously, whether it's for five 
million or for five thousand," 
Passmore said. ‘You’re talking 
about blood, sweat and tears. It’s 
people's professions, so it’s not 
taken lightly." # 


ALLUMEUSE “AFFAIR” = 
STEWARDS’ NIGHTMARE 



S he was an innocent 
3-year-old filly doing an 
honest day’s work. But 
Allumeuse will forever have the 
word “affair” affixed to her 
name, for she, and every single 
bettor who bet on her, were the 
victims of the biggest screw-up 
in modern racing history. 

Sent off at 7-1 in a field of 
10 fillies and mares in a 
$25,000 turf allowance race, 
the second race at Saratoga on 
August 2,1986, she won by a 
length and a half under Jose 
Santos. Festivity finished 
second at 25-1 and Syntonic 
third at 7-1. Dawn’s Fancy 
finished fourth under Richard 
Migliore. The numbers were 
8 - 2 - 11 - 1 . 

There had been an incident 
in the race. Fasta Dancer, 
ridden by Jerry Bailey, led most 
of the way before Syntonic, 
ridden by apprentice Wigberto 
Paneto, forced Fasta Dancer 
into the hedge. Then Utah Pine, 
ridden by Robbie Davis, fell over 
Fasta Dancer. Both jockeys and 
horses escaped injury. 

The order of finish was 
posted as 8-2-11 -1. The inquiry 
light was on. But instead of 
Syntonic’s number 11 flashing, 
Allumeuse’s number 8 was 
flashing. 

This was amazing since 
Bailey told the press afterward 
that he had told the stewards 
that he’d been pushed 
into the 
hedge by 
the 11 
horse. 


John Pricci of Newsday, 
then the president of the New 
York Turf Writers Association, 
decided to go to the stewards’ 
booth to find out why the 
number 8 was flashing. A few 
seconds before Pricci got there, 
the stewards disqualified 
number 8, moved up the 2,11 
and 1 and made the result 
official. In New York, that meant 
unchangeable, parimutuelly. 

Of course the three 
stewards, Dick McLaughlin, 
Robert Kelley Jr., and Salvatore 
Ferrara, quickly realized what 
everyone else had already 
figured out. They took down the 
wrong horse. 

They corrected the order of 
finish, redistributed the purse 
money, suspended Paneto and 
paid a heavy price for the 
mistake. McLaughlin resigned 
seven weeks later. Ferrara was 
demoted to Finger Lakes and 
retired. Kelley also subsequently 
retired. 

Fans who were robbed of 
winning daily double, win, 
place, show and quinella tickets 
filed lawsuits and prompted 
their legislators to introduce 
bills to correct the injustice. It 
never happened. 

And poor Allumeuse, who 
had posted two wins, a second 
and a third in five grass starts, 
got leukemia later that year and 
died. “We really thought a lot of 
the filly,” said her trainer Tom 
Skiffington. “She had a very 
tragic ending.” /Bill Heller

CONFUCIUS SAY 
RULES WVA 
BREEDERS 
CLASSICS 



Confucius Say carries the colors of Ruth and Randy Funkhouser’s O’Sullivan Farms to an 11 3 /4-length score. 


H is namesake, the philoso¬ 
pher Confucius, made a 
great impact with his canon 
of classics, and Confucius Say 
rules West Virginia racing 
through his awe-inspiring state¬ 
ments made during the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics. 

Confucius Say led all the way 
to win his second straight 
$250,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic, the marquee event of 
the Mountain State’s “Million 
Dollar Weekend” (three HBPA 
open stakes followed by the 
$850,000 Classics) held October 
11 and 12 at Charles Town. 


The 4-year-old’s 11/ 4 -length 
victory in the event for 3-year- 
olds and up was one of many 
almost heaven-like highlights of 
the state’s eight-race showcase 
for West Virginia-bred and/or 
West Virginia-sired runners— 
the 16th edition of the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics. 

Owned by O’Sullivan Farms, 
LLC (Randy Funkhouser, et al.), 
trained by George Yetsook and 
ridden to victory by Larry Rey¬ 
nolds, Confucius Say (by East- 
over Court) covered the distance 
of one and an eighth miles over 


a muddy track in 1:50.93, just 
four-fifths of a second off the 
track record set by A Huevo in 
1999. 

“The way he ran, it looked 
like if he dropped his head a lit¬ 
tle bit he could have broken the 
track record,” Funkhouser said. 
“But Larry is a smart jockey, and 
he didn’t want to ask the horse to 
do more than he had to.” 

As the prohibitive 1 -5 favorite, 
Confucius Say scored over Social 
Mix, who edged third-place fin¬ 
isher Neal’s Rodeo by a head; 
2000 Classic champ Coolmars 
was another neck back in fourth. 
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X Tra Brassy outfinishes Hushaby Babe by a neck to win the Triple Crown 
Nutrition Breeders Classic, a four and a half-furlong event for 2-year-old fillies. 


Despite Confucius Say’s wide 
margin, the Classic field was full 
of accomplished runners. 

“This was a good field of 
West Virginia-breds. You had 
horses like Coolmars and 
Rebellious Dreamer [1999] who 
had also won the Classic 
before,” Yetsook said. “But class 
rises to the top and our horse 
went about his business again 
tonight.” 

Leading up to the Classic, 
Confucius Say won two races at 
Delaware Park, including the 
Red Dog Stakes. The seven-time 
stakes winner has proven him¬ 
self at race tracks throughout 
the Mid-Adantic region. 

'We believe he could go just 
about anywhere and run,” 
Yetsook said. 'We would like to 
try him at a graded level. At the 
proper distance of somewhere 
around a mile, we think he’s 
capable of beating some of the 
better horses in the country. He 
really deserves that shot.” 

Confucius Say recorded his 
10th win at Charles Town from 
15 starts while improving his 
overall record to 12 wins, five 
seconds and four thirds from 23 
starts for career earnings of 
$527,897. 

Reynolds has been aboard 
for 10 of those victories, includ¬ 
ing a four and a quarter-length 
triumph in the 2001 Classic. 

“He won last year’s big race 
easy over some good horses,” 
Reynolds said. “But he’s even 
better this year. What he just did 
was pretty special. 

“He does it easy, but that’s 
his running style. He’s a big 
long-striding horse, so he’s cov¬ 
ering even more ground than it 
looks. Sure, we could have gone 
faster, but there was no sense in 
letting him go.” 

Charles Town’s reigning 
horse of the year became the 
third two-time Classic winner, 
following Coin Collector (1992 
and ’93) and Taylor Mountain 
(1989 and ’90). Will Confucius 
Say go for a third? 

“To win the Classic three 
years in a row has just become a 
major goal,” said Funkhouser. 
'With a horse like this many 
things are possible.” 

Confucius couldn’t have said 
it better. 

The Classics were witnessed 
by more than 5,000 fans at 
Charles Town and a nationwide 
audience on ESPN. Handle for 


the eight-race championship 
card reached $1,448,382. 

Following are recaps of the 
other Classics races and the 
HBPA stakes: 

SWEET MUSIC 
STRIKES A 
WINNING TUNE 

A formful night of favorites 
came to an abrupt end 
when Sweet Music hit a 
high note in the evening’s sixth 
race by sweeping past the field in 
late stretch to capture the 
$150,000 BB&T “Cavada” West 
Virginia Breeders Classic, light¬ 
ing up the toteboard to the tune 
of $111.80. 

The seven-furlong race for 
fillies and mares, 3 and up, 
proved a mountaintop moment 
for winning trainer Raymond 
Benton, owner/breeder Naomi 
Long and winning rider Matt 
McGowan. 

“I have been in this business 
all my life, but this was the great¬ 
est thrill of all,” Benton said. 

Benton has been training 
horses for well over 50 years and 
his family’s love affair with rac- 
ing goes back four generations. 
In 1919 his maternal grandfa¬ 
ther Abbie S. Dodd fit Sir 
Barton with four lucky horse¬ 
shoes. Sir Barton then went out 
and became the first Triple 
Crown winner. In addition to his 
artistry as a farrier, Dodd is 
credited with numerous racing 
industry innovations such as the 
invention of clinch tongs, 
retractable blinkers and the con¬ 
cept of an outrider. 

Benton’s eyes were opened 
to the world of racing by his 
grandfather’s exploits, and they 
remained wide open as his 
father Ralph admirably carried 
on the family tradition. Benton’s 
father equaled his father-in-law’s 
feat by shoeing 1937 Triple 
Crown winner War Admiral. 
Both men also successfully 
owned and trained horses. 

“I was born on the race 
track, and by age 7,1 was helping 
my father and grandfather by 
putting the nail holes in shoes,” 
Benton said. 

“I have had a great life work¬ 
ing with horses and a whole lot 
of fun training them, but when 
they turned for home tonight 
the excitement I felt tops it all.” 


Sweet Music had steadily 
been working her way through 
the full field of 10, but still had 
three horses to catch when 
McGowan swung her clear for 
the stretch run. 

“I knew Matt was riding the 
perfect race,” Benton said. “So 
Naomi and I just held on and 
hollered. You couldn’t find a bet¬ 
ter owner, and Matt is just a 
super kid. I’m so happy this hap¬ 
pened for them.”

In addition to three other 
winning stakes efforts in 
Maryland, the 4-year-old also 
finished second in both the 
$500,000 West Virginia Derby 
and $300,000 Indiana Derby in 
2001. In 13 lifetime starts 
Saratoga Games has recorded 
six wins and four seconds while 
earning $369,370. 

Owned by Saratoga Friends 
Stable and trained by Anthony 
Dutrow, the Maryland-bred son 
of Carnivalay had the services 
of jockey Travis Dunkelberger 
for his first start over the 
Jefferson County oval. 

“I didn’t know what to 
expect, but when you come to 
Charles Town you don’t have to 
worry about saying anything to 
Travis Dunkelberger,” Dutrow 
said. “It was the first time Travis 
had ridden this horse, but I 
knew everything was in good 
hands.” 

While Dunkelberger had 
never been on Saratoga Games, 
he had sized him up on several 
occasions. 

“I had competed against him 
a few times when I was riding 
Smile My Lord,” Dunkelberger 
said. ‘‘We had run beside each 
other so often that I had a pret¬ 
ty good idea of just what kind of 


horse he was. He’s a real runner, 
and he had to be against this 
field.” 

The stellar field included such 
runners as Night Caller, a Ken¬ 
tucky-bred with earnings of 
more than $360,000, and two 
Florida-breds (Notably Frosty 
and Wise Sweep) who each 
entered the contest with 10 wins 
and earnings exceeding $250,000.

I n the $50,000 HBPA City of 
Charles Town Handicap, long- 
shot players lusting for gold 
had their invocation answered 
when Golden Phoebe (by Gold- 
lust) hit paydirt with a winning 
mutuel of $86.

B aby Shark took to a wet rac¬ 
ing surface like a fish to 
water, covering four and a 
half furlongs in :51:58 to claim 
top prize in the HBPA Gover¬ 
nor’s Cup Handicap, a $50,000 
event for 3-year-olds and up. 

The 4-year-old Maryland- 
bred colt by Dover Ridge ran the 
first quarter in :21.29 and never 
looked back, winning by one and 
three-quarter lengths. 

“I knew there was no one 
going to beat us to the turn,” 
winning jockey Ryan Fogel- 
songer said. “But with this type 
of field, I thought there might 
be a number of runners coming 
at the end. That didn’t happen 
because this horse just refused to 
let anyone gain an inch on him at 
any time.” 

Owned by Edward Turner 
and trained by Ben Feliciano Jr., 
Baby Shark feasted on a first-rate 
field that had no fewer than five 
horses with earnings of more 
than $300,000, including In C C’s 
Honor ($528,191) and Rudirudy 
($488,187). 

“He ran to expectations and 
beyond,” Feliciano said. “We 
didn’t know he had that kind of 
race in him. We expected to win,

Fasig-Tipton Midlantic’s 
three-day auction sells 530 yearlings 
for a total of $8,840,400.

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M odest declines in gross 
and average—and a whop¬ 
ping 18.8 percent rise in 
the median—added up to rela¬ 
tively successful results for the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, held September 
30 to October 2 at Timonium. 

“It was slighdy better than 
expected/’ said Fasig-Tipton 
executive vice-president Mason 
Grasty. 

A total of 530 yearlings (2 
percent fewer than last year) 
sold for $8,840,400, represent¬ 
ing a decline of 3.4 percent in 
the gross. The average ($16,680) 
was 1.4 percent lower than last 
year. 

The $9,500 median com¬ 
pared most favorably with 
$8,000 in 2001. And the per¬ 
centage of horses not attaining 
their reserves (25 percent) 
improved by 3 percent over last 
year’s figure. 

Six horses sold for $100,000 
or more, with the sales topper 
being a $150,000 Silver Charm 
filly out of 1992 Kentucky Derby 
winner Lil E. Tee’s stakes-pro- 
ducing half-sister My Big Sis (by 
El Raggaas). My Big Sis’s cur¬ 
rent 2-year-old filly Curiosity (by 
Tale of the Cat) won first time 
out and was third in the $125,000 
Ontario Debutante Stakes on 
August 11 at Woodbine. 

Francis and Barbara Vanlang- 
endonck’s Summerfield, based 
in Ocala, Fla., consigned the 
sales-topper and agent Buzz 
Chace purchased her on behalf 
of his client Ernie Paragallo’s 
Paraneck Stable. 

Two colts tied for the next 
highest price at $125,000—a son 
of El Prado (Ire) sold by Penn¬ 
sylvania-based Walnut Green 
bloodstock agency and pur¬ 
chased by Maryland’s Skeedatde 
Associates, and a Boston Harbor 
colt from the Summerfield con¬ 
signment purchased by Gary 
Biszantz, Bluewater agent. 

The El Prado colt is a half- 
brother to graded stakes winner 
Walkslikeaduck ($418,354, Del 
Mar Derby-G2, etc.), out of the 
Theatrical (Ire) mare Nabla, her¬ 
self a winning full sister to mul¬ 
tiple graded winner Del Mar 
Show ($742,172). 

The Boston Harbor colt is a 
half-brother to multiple graded 
winner Mining Burrah ($304,524, 
Gravesend H-G3, etc.), out of 


stakes winner Strawberry Bur¬ 
rah (by Princely Pleasure). 

Mid-Atlantic stallions were 
well-represented, with the 
Maryland-based trio of Not For 
Love, Allen’s Prospect and Two 
Punch leading the list of top 
sires by gross. Not For Love and 
Two Punch stand at Northview 
Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, and Allen’s Prospect holds 
court at Country Life Farm in 
Bel Air. 

Not For Love’s top-selling 
offspring was also the most 
expensive Mid-Atlantic-bred in 
the sale—a $97,000 New Jersey- 
bred colt out of the Foolish 
Pleasure mare Thanks Pal. In all, 
17 yearlings sired by Not For 
Love brought $523,200. 

Allen’s Prospect had 17 sons 
and daughters sell for $520,200, 
topped by a $62,000 filly out of 
the Horatius mare Georgia K. 

Two Punch, the leading 
regional sire by average ($44,772) 
was represented by 11 yearlings 
selling for a total of $492,500. 
His top seller, at $105,000, was a 
Kentucky-bred colt out of Five 
Star Night (by Star de Naskra).

She was just not mature at that time, and we 
bought her back for $50,000. Then she had a growth 
spurt. 

“This was a good sale if you had a nice horse. 
There were a lot of people buying there—people 
who appreciate good athletes. A lot of buyers were 
looking to race, not just pinhook; there were a lot of 
trainers out of New York. 

“We had a fairly large consignment, for us. We 
brought 39 horses to the sale. A lot of the horses we 
sold didn’t make the [Fasig-Tipton] New York-bred 
sale, and the owners wanted to sell them as close to 
New York as they could. Some had been scratched 
from earlier sales, and some were aimed for this sale 
all along.”

There 
were a lot of good buys 
as usual. It was a buyers’ 
market. We’ve always 
done well at this sale— 
this is where I found 
[2002 Belmont Stakes- 
G1 winner] Sarava.”

Russell Jones, whose Pennsylvania-based Walnut Green bloodstock agency 
is listed as the fifth-leading consignor by gross, selling 24 yearlings for a 
total of $374,900, including a $125,000 son of El Prado (Ire) who tied for 
the top price among colts: 

“There was very active bidding on the El Prado colt. I thought he was a good 
horse, so I was not surprised; I thought he could have brought more. We sold him 
on behalf of Whitewood Stable [Clarke Ohrstrom] of The Plains, Va. He was due 
to be sold at Saratoga, but he ran through a fence and cut up his chest before that 
sale and we had to wait on him. He wanted to come to Maryland. 

“I thought it was a fair enough sale. If you had a good horse there were plenty 
of people there to buy. You had to be realistic about what you wanted to get the 
horse sold. 

“This has become a good solid regional sale, and I sure hope it continues. If we 
get a few more states with slots that can only make the sale better. This year for 
the first time we had people coming around to our barn saying they just wanted to 
see Pennsylvania-breds. They see the slots coming in and want Pennsylvania-breds 
to be ready when it happens/’

Cynthia McGinnes, proprietor with husband Charles McGinnes of 
Thornmar farm in Chestertown, Md., which sold 15 for a total of $354,000, 
including an $81,000 colt by Silver Charm out of the Lord Gaylord mare 
Muffies Muffin: 

“The third day dropped way off, for the same quality of horses, which told me 
there was either not enough money at the sale, or too many horses—although 
there were fewer horses this year than last year. 

“My pet peeve is the fact that people who buy horses in Maryland have to pay 5 
percent sales tax. This means that a lot of Maryland buyers go to Kentucky, or 
only buy the cheaper horses in Maryland. It’s not unreasonable to pay sales tax on 
2-year-olds, who are getting close to racing, but you shouldn’t have to pay tax on 
young horses. It really hurts the yearling sales. 

“We sold our horses, and we were happy with what we got for them, but we 
didn’t get as much as we would have last year. They sold for about $10,000 or 
$15,000 less. 

“There was a distinct lack of Maryland buyers—only one of our horses was 
bought to run in Maryland.”

Flat Top’s 
Breeders’ Cup 
highlights superb 
fall competition 


I n October, a seven-game 
World Series dazzled baseball 
fans, but the Angels-Giants 
batde had nothing on steeple¬ 
chasing’s spin through the 
month which was highlighted by 


the Far Hills Races in New Jersey 
on October 19. 

The $500,000 championship 
day carded something for every 
horse—from 3-year-olds to 
maidens to legends—and hosted 


another raucous crowd of 50,000 
including an ESPN2 television 
crew. 

Beyond the big day, the NSA 
(National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion) schedule included several 
other important stops led by the 
International Gold Cup meet on 
the same day as Far Hills, the 
return of Tanglewood in North 
Carolina and the traditional 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

There are busier times during 
the steeplechase schedule, but 
there are no more important 
points than the second half of 
the fall season. 

And the horses hit plenty of 
home runs. 

REPEATING 
THE PAST 

N ancy Gerry’s Flat Top 
sprinted to a steeplechase 
championship in 1998, 


winning three major stakes and 
taking a position as one of the 
decade’s best Repeatedly side¬ 
lined by leg troubles, the son of 
Alleged missed all of 1999, ran 
once (a Grade 1 win) in 2000 
and sat out all of 2001. 

Trainer Janet Elliot put the 9- 
year-old horse in training for 
2002, and pointed for nothing 
but major races. Third in three 
Grade 1 starts (one each in 
April, May and August), he 
entered the $250,000 Breeders’ 
Cup Steeplechase-NSAl as the 
elder statesman in a field of 
eight. Youngsters such as Zabenz 
(NZ) (5), Tres Touche (5), Quel 
Senor (Fr) (7) and All Gong 
(GB) (8) attracted attention. Flat 
Top attracted history buffs. 

Until the flag dropped, any¬ 
way. 

Gunned immediately to the 
front by Rob Massey, Flat Top 
attacked like a boxer coming out 
of his corner and seized the 



“Every question I asked him, he answered,” said Rob Massey, who piloted Nancy Gerry’s Flat Top to a dramatic victory in the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase-NSAl. 
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race. He never let go. In front 
after nine of the two and five- 
eighth-mile race’s 14 fences, Flat 
Top repelled his first challenge 
as 2001 Breeders’ Cup winner 
Quel Senor ranged briefly into 
contention. 

Tres Touche tested the leader 
next, but went back to his spot 
in second as the field headed 
down the backstretch the final 
time. All Gong, the 2000 
Breeders’ Cup winner, patiendy 
waited to strike while tucked on 
the inside. Entering the final 
turn, Flat Top jumped the sec¬ 
ond-last fence with authority 
and widened his advantage to 
three lengths. The others, 
though not disgraced, had no 
chance from there. Flat Top flew 
the last, and won by three over 
Tres Touche. All Gong setded 
for third. 

“I could feel them getting to 
me down the backside, and I 
heard them brushing through 
the fences behind me,” said 
Massey. “But every question I 
asked him, he answered. He had 
that little bit left in the tank and 
he was still a galloping horse 
coming up the hill. They didn’t 
get to me soon enough.” 

Elliot made Massey’s deci¬ 
sion to take the lead by showing 
the jockey a video of Flat Top’s 
frontrunning win in the 1998 
Grand National at Far Hills. 

“I want you to come and 
watch this. This is how he won 
this race before and the way the 
ground is I think that’s our best 
plan today,” Elliot told Massey 
the morning of the race. “You 
don’t have to go telling every¬ 
body. You might want to keep 
everybody a little confused, but 
I’m absolutely adamant that you 
go to the front. Slap him down 
on the shoulder, put him on his 
mark and get out there.” 

Massey began riding in the 
U.S. in 2000 and had never seen 
the old (young?) Flat Top. 

“I’ve ridden him a couple of 
times this year [at Keeneland 
and Saratoga], and he was by far 
the best horse that I’ve ridden to 
date,” Massey said. “He was 
relaxed, in his own little world, 
jumping from fence to fence. I 
couldn’t have asked him to do 
more. He was fantastic.” 

The $137,500 winner’s share 
of the purse pushed Flat Top’s 
career steeplechase bankroll to 


$533,806—behind only Lone¬ 
some Glory, Victorian Hill and 
Rowdy Irishman on the NS A 
leader board. Despite joining the 
steeplechase world six years ago, 
Flat Top started for just the 16th 
time (eight wins, two seconds, 
three thirds). 

For Elliot, a former champi¬ 
on trainer who has consciously 
scaled back her stable’s size dur¬ 
ing the past two seasons, the vic¬ 
tory was special. 

“He’s a little older and when 
you get a little older, you proba¬ 
bly aren’t quite as sharp—kind 
of like me. I think that’s the only 
difference,” she said. “He’s still 
as game as he always was and 
he’s still a really good jumper. 
He’s such a neat horse, and he’s 
a very, very genuine horse, love¬ 
ly horse to train. But he’s a nerv¬ 
ous horse who’s had his share of 
problems. Getting everything 
right at the right moment is the 
challenge.” 

EXPERIENCING 
THE FUTURE 

I f Flat Top’s powerful win 
showcased steeplechasing’s 
past, then McDynamo’s effort 
at Far Hills blasted a bright light 
on the future. 

Owned by Mike Moran, the 
5-year-old son of Dynaformer 
turned to steeplechasing just 
one year earlier with a convinc¬ 
ing maiden win at Far Hills. In 
2002, the muscular bay flashed 
brilliance in wins at Colonial 
Downs (allowance hurdle) and 
Churchill Downs (Grade 1 
novice stakes) but combined 
those stellar efforts with a sec¬ 
ond-place finish at Pimlico and a 
hard fall at Belmont Park. 

Rested by Moran and trainer 
Sanna Hendriks over the sum¬ 
mer, McDynamo returned with 
something to prove. Consider 
the burden lifted as he throttled 
novices in the $75,000 Fox- 
brook-NSA2 at Far Hills, win¬ 
ning by 19. Two weeks later, 
McDynamo hammered another 
group—this time by a length 
and a half over Gallant Turk in 
the $100,000 AFLAC U.S. 
Championship-NSAl at Calla¬ 
way Gardens in Georgia. 

“He is so much better than 
that group of horses that it was

the same feeling of riding [2000 
and ’01 star] Pompeyo against 
novices/’ said jockey Gus Brown 
after the Far Hills win. “I didn’t 
want to get [to the lead] that 
soon, but you can’t hold back 
with him unless you strangle him 
and that is exacdy what we didn’t 
want to do.” 

Brown brought up a conun¬ 
drum of sorts in riding the 
young, but immensely talented, 
horse. 

After Callaway, McDynamo 
led all NSA starters in 2002 earn¬ 
ings with $199,404 and was tied 
for the lead in wins with four. 
Just wait until he figures it all out. 

MORE FROM 
FAR HILLS 

V eteran hurdler A1 Skywalker 
stayed away from the Grade 1 
stars (and the two and five- 
eighth-mile distance) in the 
Breeders’ Cup but cashed in any¬ 
way with a wire-to-wire triumph 
in the $50,000 Appleton Stakes- 
NSA3. Sent to the front by Tom 
Foley, A1 Skywalker enjoyed a 
huge advantage while jumping 
boldly only to win by a half- 
length over Big Brush at the 
wire. 

Owner/trainer Jennifer Ma- 
jette marveled at her horse’s 
determination. 


“He works hard and does his 
job,” she said. “I was thinking 
about [the Breeders’ Cup] but he 
just didn’t bounce back from 
Saratoga and we had to rethink 
things and do what was best for 
him. The two and an eighth is 
really his distance. I was really 
tickled. Tom did a great job, and 
the horse loves that kid.” 

And Majette loves her horse, 
who ran his career numbers to 
nine victories and $303,456 with 
the win after once starting for a 
claiming price of $8,000. 

With his push-the-envelope 
style, A1 Skywalker could be an 
ideal candidate to represent the 
U.S. in the $1 million Nakayama 
Grand Jump in Japan next April. 
Majette would go “in a heart¬ 
beat.” The invitation will be 
delivered early next year. 

After failing to win in a variety 
of ways (a fall, two narrow run¬ 
ner-up efforts and a disqualifica¬ 
tion), timber horse Maipo picked 
a good time to pose for a picture 
with a 17-length romp in the 
$50,000 New Jersey Hunt Cup. 

Trained by Charlie Fenwick 
for Arcadia Stable, Maipo led 
throughout and was in the midst 
of a batde with Sam Sullivan 
when the latter fell at the second- 
last. 

“He’s a nice horse, and makes 
my job fun,” said jockey Arch 
Kingsley. “He’s the total pack¬ 
age. He can jump, he’s got speed. 


He can win from anywhere. The 
horse has done nothing but 
make my job enjoyable.” 

North Carolina-bred Pals 
Pride became the NSA 3-year- 
old champion for 2002 on the 
strength of one powerful victory 
—in the $50,000 Gladstone- 
NSA3. Owned, trained and bred 
by Kevin Pallister, the son of 
Rock Point and hurdle-winning 
mare Joli Princess scorched 
seven fellow freshmen to win by 
four and a quarter lengths with 
Tom Foley at the controls. 

“It’s what you’re in racing 
for,” said Pallister, who bought 
Joli Princess privately and first 
saw Rock Point after winning a 
season to the Virginia stallion at 
a steeplechase meet. “To breed 
one yourself, raise him, race him 
and win a race like that—that’s 
why we’re all in this business.” 

Mimi Voss’s Malagash made 
his hurdle debut a winning one 
with an easy score in a $25,000 
maiden hurdle for trainer Tom 
Voss. Purchased as a yearling, the 
4-year-old New York-bred dis¬ 
appointed on the flat. 

“[Jockey] John Velazquez 
told me of all the New York- 
breds he’s ridden this horse has 
the most ability,” said Tom Voss. 
“But he just won’t try a litde bit. 
I got tired of him not trying on 
the flat, so we decided to try this.” 

No horse could win like he 
did—by a comfortable six and 


three-quarter lengths—without 
trying. 

“That was surprisingly easy,” 
said jockey Cyril Murphy. “He 
was always traveling, always 
going well. Coming up the mid¬ 
dle the second time, I just gave a 
little chirp and he ran right into 
the bridle. I took a little rein 
back and waited. If someone 
had come to him at the last, he’d 
have found plenty. He could be 
quite nice. The ability is there.” 

A GOLDEN 
UPSET 

T hough it shared its date with 
Far Hills, Virginia’s Interna¬ 
tional Gold Cup meet filled 
its program with quality races 
and attracted a variety of stee¬ 
plechase horses and stables. 

The $45,000 timber stakes 
lured overwhelming favorite 
Ironfist in a field of six. The 
2000 timber champion came 
into the race with just one loss in 
his last nine starts. With half of 
the quality timber horses head¬ 
ing to Far Hills, the Gold Cup 
looked like an easy place to 
make it nine-for-10 while 
launching a late run at the tim¬ 
ber championship. 

It was not to be. 

Ironfist and jockey Roger 
Horgan fell at the fourth fence, 
leaving the race to five evenly 
matched horses. Timber maiden 
Hall of Angels, with Jack Fisher 
aboard, built a huge lead while 
the others waited. Four fences 
from home, Hall of Angels fell. 

From there Stage Radiance 
and Sovereign Storm battled 
around the final turn, with the 
former emerging with the lead. 
The Foxbrook Farm/Paddy 
Neilson horse skipped over the 
final two fences and won by 
three and a quarter lengths over 
Shimmer Shimmer. 

Stage Radiance, a 9-year-old 
son of Pleasant Colony, won his 
first race since breaking his 
maiden at Genesee Valley last 
fall. 

It was the horse’s biggest vic¬ 
tory as well as the jockey’s. 

“It was a brilliant day. Abso¬ 
lutely fantastic. I cannot believe 
it. I was excited just to have a 
ride in the Gold Cup much less 
win it,” Michael Cooney said. 

“After riding Stage Radiance 
at Middleburg, Paddy said we’ll

go to Great Meadow. I thought 
he meant a timber race or 
steeplethon, when I saw it was 
the Gold Cup, I said, 'Oh good, 
I get to ride in the Gold Cup.’ ” 

Cooney and Neilson were 
realistic before the race. 

"I talked to Paddy and we 
said, 'Well, Ironfist will be right 
up there so stay five or six 
lengths behind him, save some 
ground, and we’ll be a great sec¬ 
ond.’ We had no idea what the 
rest would do,” Cooney said. 

'Well, Hall of Angels goes 
way out front and Ironfist gets 
taken out at the fourth,” Cooney 
continued. "I said, 'I’m in with a 
shot now.’ It looked good for 
me. Hall of Angels was, what, 25 
in front and not coming back. 
I’m saying 'hmmmm.’ I had set¬ 
tled in with Richard [Boucher on 
Sovereign Storm] and I said, 'I 
gotta pick it up Richard.’ 

"Stage Radiance started 
pinging them after that. Richard 
kept saying behind me, 'Slow 
down, you’re going too fast.’ But 
I knew I had to put some pres¬ 
sure on Jack who was making 
horrible mistakes. I saw Jack go 
head over, I started to get excit¬ 
ed and then said I’ve got to fin¬ 
ish first 

"There were still some big 
ones to get over at that point. 
When I got over the third-to-last 
I made my move from there. He 
never put a foot wrong. I cannot 
believe I won the Gold Cup. I 
just cannot believe it,” Cooney 
said. 

Beyond the timber excite¬ 
ment, the Gold Cup meet fea¬ 
tured international amateur 
jockeys battling for points in the 
Fegentri World Cup. 

England’s David Dunsdon 
steered Arcadia Stable’s Dyna- 
bility home in the Fegentri race. 
The son of Dynaformer defeat¬ 
ed Snowball Flannagan by three 
lengths for trainer Jack Fisher. In 
all, jockeys from England, 
Ireland, Sweden, Switzerland, 
The Netherlands, Italy, Germ¬ 
any and France competed 
against U.S. riders on the day. 

THE REST OF 
THE STORY 

O ctober opened with a 
return of steeplechasing to 
the Winston-Salem, N.C., 
area where the Tanglewood 


Steeplechase hosted a four-race 
card on October 5. 

A fixture on the circuit 
through 1998, the meet returned 
under new management this year 
and was a success with solid 
fields and quality racing. 

Fox Ridge Farm’s Devil’s Egg 
took the $20,000 allowance hur¬ 
dle feature for Voss. The talent¬ 
ed 6-year-old broke his hurdle 
maiden in 2000, but failed to 
progress due in part to sound¬ 
ness issues. Sixth in a troubled 
trip at Saratoga on August 28, 
Devil’s Egg found no such traf¬ 
fic at Tanglewood. 

"We were making our move 
on the inside at Saratoga and got 
stopped at the second-last, which 
happens there,” said jockey Cyril 
Murphy. "I had plenty of horse, 
but nowhere to go. He was a 
fresh horse when he pulled up.” 

Devil’s Egg battled for the 
lead early and held off Dancewel 
to win by two and a half lengths. 

Two days after Tanglewood, 
Philadelphia Park hosted two 
jump races that went from com¬ 
petitive seven-horse fields to 
five-horse yawners overnight, 
thanks to late scratches for ill¬ 
ness and injury. 

The depth of the Voss stable 
was on display in the first as 
Sabine Stable’s John N Tom 
(Roger Horgan) had little trouble 
winning a $15,000 maiden hur¬ 
dle as the 7-5 favorite. 

In the second, Valay Pass 
took advantage of the Pennsyl¬ 


vania-bred program by collecting 
$16,800 while winning a $20,000 
optional claiming hurdle for 
owner Jennifer Patterson and 
trainer Ricky Hendriks. 

Eight-year-old Valay Pass 
(Dave Bendey) batded for the 
lead throughout and had turned 
aside a challenge from Miles 
Ahead before that one fell at the 
last fence. Valay Pass, bred by 
Stud Aire Farm, scored by 21 
lengths. 

"It’s the first time he’s had 
blinkers on over hurdles, and 
they really made a difference,” 
said Bentley. "He’s a nice old 
horse who’s run well all year. The 
blinkers improved him a lot.” 

Valay Pass won four races 
and nearly $175,000 on the flat 
before moving to hurdles this 
year. His Philadelphia Park tri¬ 
umph pushed his record to two 
wins, two seconds and two thirds 
in six hurdle starts, for earnings 
of $50,310. 

Steeplechasing went north to 
upstate New York for the Gene¬ 
see Valley Hunt Cup on October 
12. Cary Jackson’s Dr. Ramsey, 
whose younger half-sister Owsley 
started in the Breeders’ Cup Filly 
and Mare Turf-Gl, drew off to 
an easy win in the $25,000 tim¬ 
ber stakes for trainer Jack Fisher 
and jockey Arch Kingsley. 

Fifteen days later, Dr. Ram¬ 
sey leaped into the race for the 
NSA timber championship with 
a win in the $30,000 Pennsyl¬ 
vania Hunt Cup, this time with 


Gus Brown in the irons. The 8- 
year-old winner stalked Young 
Dubliner (Ire) and Maipo 
throughout, moved to second 
after Young Dubliner fell and 
launched a bid at Maipo late in 
the race. Maipo (Kingsley) fell at 
the 19 th of 22 fences, leaving 
Dr. Ramsey to gallop in all alone. 
Young Dubliner was remounted 
by Brian Moran and came home 
to a second-place finish—112 
lengths in arrears of Dr. Ramsey. 

A quick early pace in the 
four-mile race played to Dr. 
Ramsey’s strength—jumping. 

"He just couldn’t run with 
them that fast early,” said Brown. 
"He was never comfortable run¬ 
ning like that. He couldn’t afford 
to miss fences because he was 
getting run off his feet between 
fences. Every time I really need¬ 
ed him, he came up for me— 
jumped big and got me back into 
it. I kept thinking 'they can’t keep 
this up in front of me’ and they 
couldn’t.”

ump Baby Jump. 

Steeplechasing got its taste 
of the NTRA/Breeders’ 
Cup with the Breeders’ Cup Stee¬ 
plechase on October 19 at the 
Far Hills races in New Jersey. 
Call it a sip, a nibble, a fun-size 
Snickers bar. 

It’s a small taste. 

Granted, the $250,000 race 
occupies a fitting spot as the 
richest event in North American 
steeplechasing and steeplechas¬ 
ing is thrilled to be part of the 
country’s most important racing 
entity. The Breeders’ Cup Stee¬ 
plechase is on ESPN2. The race 


gets some mainstream media 
consideration. And it’s always a 
great event with established stars 
and new shooters meeting on a 
superb race course in front of a 
huge crowd. 

But it ought to be more, and 
that’s the frustrating part. Far 
Hills should more closely resem¬ 
ble flat racing’s World Thor¬ 
oughbred Championships Day. 
I’m dreaming a little bit, but 
nobody ever achieved without 
dreaming. 

So here goes. All we need is 
vision, money, planning and 
vision. Did I mention vision? 


At its roots, American stee¬ 
plechasing needs more involve¬ 
ment from the country’s Thor¬ 
oughbred breeders. Stallions, 
foals and older horses (to get it 
all started) should nominate to 
the Steeplechase Cup. 

Maybe it’s free, but the 
National Steeplechase Associa¬ 
tion needs to make this happen 
on a national level or at least via 
select state breed associations. 
Reward breeders, get them 
involved, make them think about 
jump racing once in a while. 
Could be the start of something. 

Next, bet. American steeple¬ 
chase racing has no national 
wagering except when visiting its 
race track hosts. It’s time. Find a 
way. Hello, New Jersey Racing 
Commission, how do we do 
this? Somebody get me the num¬ 
ber for TVG? 

Step three, television. Live. 
Local, national, cable, broadcast, 
something. 

This year’s ESPN2 broadcast 
came at the strategic time of 
5:30 p.m., albeit a day later. At 
the very least, keep that commit¬ 
ment. At the most, expand on it. 

We’re not done. We need 
money. Far Hills already cards 
$500,000 worth of races, but we 
need Breeders’ Cup purse 
enhancements spread through¬ 
out the card. That way, all of 
those breeders will be happy and 


every level of Thoroughbred 
(not just Grade 1 stakes com¬ 
petitors) can benefit 

While we’re at it, increase the 
purse of the Steeplechase. When 
the race was founded in 1986, 
the $250,000 figure was a lot of 
money and international starters 
were routine. Today, Japan cards 
a jump race worth $1 million. 
England’s Cheltenham Gold 
Cup is valued at nearly $500,000. 
If our biggest race is going to be 
a true international champion¬ 
ship event, the race needs more 
money. 

OK, stop dreaming for a 
minute. Can this happen? Maybe. 

Think of it as a bet. We’re 
20-1 or so right now. The odds 
can decrease if steeplechasing 
organizes itself, works its racing 
contacts (Breeders’ Cup, Churchill 
Downs Inc., Keeneland, state 
Thoroughbred groups) and 
backs an initiative to further the 
relationship with breeders. The 
numbers will get even better if 
Breeders’ Cup/NTRA sees stee¬ 
plechasing for what it can be—a 
source of potential racing fans 
and another option for Thor¬ 
oughbred horses. 

How does the price get to 4-5? 
That will take a vast combination 
of money, power, luck, timing. 
Oh, and vision.

PEDIGREES by Anne Peters 



New genetics 
research disputes 
long-held 
breeding theories 


I t’s hardly a life-changing revela¬ 
tion for Thoroughbred breed¬ 
ers. In fact, most horsepeople 
probably will whisk it aside and 
go about their business as usual. 
But one of the newest areas of 
equine genetics research is 
uncovering information that, 
one might say, shakes the foun¬ 
dations of the Thoroughbred 
breed. 

The research involves mito¬ 
chondrial DNA (mtDNA), 
genetic material that exists inde¬ 
pendently of the nuclear DNA 
found in the chromosomes. 
While nuclear DNA is inherited 
from both parents, it has been 
discovered that mtDNA, which 
exists outside the nucleus, is 
passed on only by the female 
parent, who contributes the cell 
structure that surrounds the 
egg's nucleus. 

This means that mtDNA is 
passed along through the female 
line, tie., siblings, male or female, 
get their mtDNA from their 
mother, who got it from her 
mother, making continuous 
backward steps through time. 
It's a tail-female thing. 


Does this sound familiar? 
One of the most controversial 
Thoroughbred breeding theories 
is the Family Figure System, 
developed by Bruce Lowe at the 
end of the 19th century. Lowe 
tracked all English classic win¬ 
ners backward in tail-female line 
as far as he could go in the 
General Stud Book. He compiled 
them and ranked families in 
order based on the number of 
English classic-winning descen¬ 
dants which the line had pro¬ 
duced. This is where the family 
numbers most of us are familiar 
with came from. 

One might not buy his theory, 
but many still refer to Lowe's 
family numbers as a matter of 
reference in the study of pedi¬ 
grees. *La Troienne is from 
Family 1, for instance. The 
branch designations, such as *La 
Troienne's 1-s, came about much 
later when Captain Kazimierz 
Bobinski compiled “Family 
Tables of Racehorses" in the 
mid-20th century. The Bobinski 
designations are based on 
Lowe’s original family numbers. 

The Thoroughbred is of spe¬ 
cial interest to geneticists be¬ 


cause it has the oldest stud book 
of any domestic breed of ani¬ 
mal—300 years of recorded 
breeding. The Bedouin may have 
kept the pedigrees of his Ara¬ 
bians as an oral tradition, but the 
Englishman was the first to start 
keeping written records of his 
“thoroughly-bred" racing stock, 
which Weatherbys compiled in 
the late 1700s. In fact, some of 
the earliest breeders’ private stud 
books go back a hundred years 
or more before that. 

So, based on this record of 
ancestry, the Thoroughbred’s 
female families were ripe for 
study by a team of DNA scien¬ 
tists, specifically the Department 
of Genetics at Trinity College in 
Dublin, Ireland, led by Dr. 
Emmeline Hill. The Hill team 
released its findings in the August 
2002 issue of Animal Genetics, in 
an article with the snappy title 
“History and integrity of the 
thoroughbred dam lines revealed 
in equine mtDNA variation." 

In studying the mtDNA 
from 100 Thoroughbreds, Dr. 
Hill and her colleagues discov¬ 
ered that there are apparently 
fewer foundation mares than the 
General Stud Book records would 
indicate. Bruce Lowe identified 
43 families—that is, the English 
classic winners went back in tail- 
female line to just 43 individual 
broodmares in the General Stud 
Book. There are 30-odd female 
lines in addition to these, ones 
that never produced a classic 
winner or went extinct early in 
the history of the breed. But the 
Hill study has proven, as many 
have suspected, that some of 
those earliest mares, whose pedi¬ 
grees were unknown, actually 
were related to some of the oth¬ 
ers of unrecorded ancestry. 

The Trinity College study 
shows that the families of Tre¬ 
go nwell’s Natural Barb mare 
(Family 1), Burton’s Barb mare 
(2), D’Arcy’s Black Legged Royal 
mare (7), the Bustier mare (8), 
and possibly also the Sister to 
Stripling (16), Byerley Turk mare 
(17) and Belgrade Turk mare 
(22) all seem to go back to a 
common female ancestor. We 
don’t know how far back they all 
link up, but it’s likely that the 
ancestral mare lived in England 
in the first quarter of the 1600s. 

The study also indicates 
another grouping of female line 
relatedness that predates the 


General Stud Book, involving the 
families of the Layton Barb 
mare (4), Sedbury Royal mare 
(11) and a Royal mare (13). This 
one is not so hard to understand, 
since their names all indicate a 
connection to the D’Arcy family 
of horse breeders in northern 
Yorkshire. The D’Arcy stud was 
at Sedbury, and its owners were 
related to the Conyers of 
Layton. James D’Arcy had col¬ 
lected many of the mares that 
had been dispersed from the 
Royal Stud upon the death of 
Charles I, thus many of the 
D’Arcy mares were, in fact, so- 
called “Royal mares." It’s easy to 
see that these three foundation 
mares, from stock at the Layton 
and Sedbury studs, could be all 
daughters or granddaughters of 
the same Royal mare. 

The mtDNA study also 
revealed that some “oops" situa¬ 
tions have occurred over the 
years. Some of the mares don’t 
share mtDNA with other mem¬ 
bers of their appointed family. 
For instance, some mares from 
Family 9 didn’t match up with 
other members of Family 9, and 
they most definitely should have. 
One branch in question is an 
especially important one, since it 
includes all the descendants of 
Lady Josephine (*Nasrullah, 
*Royal Charger, *Mahmoud, 
*Tudor Minstrel, Fair Trial, 
Abernant, *Gallant Man, etc.). 

According to the mtDNA 
signature, these individuals, 
descendants of the unnamed 
Bay Bolton mare (foaled 1728), 
actually belong to Family 12. 
Other branches of the 9 family, 
which include Maid of Masham 
and her brood (Cyllene, Fair 
Play, *Star Shoot, Bull Lea, Ack 
Ack, Tom Rolfe and others) are 
apparently exactly who they say 
they are, since they all share the 
same mtDNA markers. But 
somewhere along the line, a filly 
from Family 12 was misidenti- 
fied as one from the Bay Bolton 
mare’s branch of Family 9. Was 
it done deliberately or just an 
honest mistake? We’ll probably 
never know. 

Another error with some 
long-range implications regards 
certain members of Family 16. 
The problem line descends from 
one of the offspring of the 
important mare Agnes, dam of 
Miss Agnes (1850) and thought 
to be the dam of Lady Alice 
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Xantfius

(1855). The descendants of Miss 
Agnes in the study shared the 
same mtDNA sequence with 
most other members of the 16 
family, so these check out as 
bonafide. The mtDNA from the 
single individual descended from 
Miss Agnes’s supposed half-sister 
Lady Alice instead matches most 
of the members of Family 1. 

There’s an excellent layman’s 
translation of the Trinity study 
written by Patricia Erigero and 
found on the Thoroughbred 
Heritage website (www.tbher- 
itage.com/GeneticMarkers). It 
takes the results of the Trinity 
findings and puts them in histor¬ 
ical perspective. Erigero sheds a 
brighter light on this particular 
anomaly regarding Lady Alice, as 
we’ll see. 

As it turns out, Family 1 has 
its own embarrassment. One of 
its members in the study did not 
share mtDNA with the rest of 
her clan, but instead shared 
mtDNA with members of 
Family 16. This anomaly appears 
in a descendant of the mare 
Maid of the Glen (1858). 

As Erigero notes, “A curious, 
and perhaps not coincidental 
sidenote regarding Maid of the 
Glen: she and most of her sib¬ 
lings were bred by the aforemen¬ 
tioned Richard Sutton, in whose 
stud Lady Alice also resided.” 
Richard Sutton owned both 
Lady Alice (1855) of Family 16 
and Maid of the Glen (1858) of 
Family 1. Doesn’t this suggest 
that, somewhere along the Hne, a 
daughter or granddaughter of 
Lady Alice was at some point 
switched and/or confused with 
a daughter or granddaughter of 
Maid of the Glen by the staff at 
Mr. Sutton’s farm? 

So how does this relate to 
you and me, dealing with Thor¬ 
oughbred pedigrees in 2002? To 
be honest, very little. The only 
people directly affected by these 
revelations are those who use 
Bruce Lowe’s Figure System in 
their matings, since these 
mtDNA findings disrupt that 
scenario somewhat 

Lowe’s system was based on 
categorizing horses by family: 
the “running families” (1, 2, 3, 4, 
5), and the “sire families” (3, 8, 
11, 12, 14), and balancing both 
within three generations in a 
mating. Besides the problems 
already discussed in families 1, 9 
and 16, the mtDNA study has 


also shown errors cropping up in 
families 5, 6, 11, 12 and 19. 
Depending on which branches 
are involved, and in what time 
frame, if they involve the fami¬ 
lies of classic winners up to the 
time of Lowe’s study, these 
mtDNA findings could turn out 
to be a real party-pooper for 
Lowe fans. 

One interesting observation 
is in regard to Family 9. After 
Lowe’s study, much was made of 
the rise of the 9 family in the 
production of important sires, 
since his Family 9 was not con¬ 
sidered a “sire family.” Most of 
the jibing was based on the suc¬ 
cess of Cyllene, *Star Shoot and 
Fair Play, all from bonafide 
branches of the 9 family. Yet 
another branch that has come to 
dominate in sire power, the 9-c 
branch that produced *Mahmoud 
and *Nasrullah to name just two, 
is actually from the 12 family, 
which was, in fact, identified by 
Lowe as a sire family! Wait, 
maybe he was right .. 

More thorough mtDNA test¬ 
ing of all branches of all female 
lines could require a rewrite of 
the tail-female families. It would 
also be useful to be able to test 
the many American families that 
cannot be traced back flawlessly 
to the General Stud Book. Most of 
these families are founded by 
mares whom their owners attest¬ 
ed were “purebred,” but they 
could not prove their pedigrees. 
It would be interesting to lay to 
rest which American families can 
be traced back to which English 
families. 

The pedigrees of all Ameri¬ 
can Thoroughbreds have been 
verified by DNA or bloodtyping 
since 1980, so the last 20 years of 
ancestry is accurate to a pretty 
fine degree. That covers most 
horses within three or four gen¬ 
erations. While errors and dis¬ 
crepancies occurred on occasion 
right up to that point, most 20th- 
century pedigrees are pretty reli¬ 
able on face value, although you 
always hear stories. 

Those explorers who dig 
deeper into pedigrees might find 
that this changes their belief in 
the system altogether. For me, 
100 years of matings have 
already made their point, and 
changing an ancestor from the 
mid-1800s doesn’t change what’s 
happened since. I’m sleeping 
soundly. W

Magic Weisner 
outfinishes 
mighty foe— 
West Nile virus 


A s freezing temperatures 
creep south, fear of West 
Nile virus follows, since the 
cold weather kills off the mos¬ 
quitoes that spread the disease. 

And just as many owners and 
trainers are putting the disease 
out of mind for this season, 
Nancy Alberts—who bred, 
owns and trains the outstanding 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old Magic 
Weisner—is finally beginning to 
relax. 

Magic Weisner won his fight 
against WNV, but it wasn’t easy. 

“He was very slow recuperat¬ 
ing, with muscle atrophy in the 
right hip,” said Alberts in late 
October. “Since last week, 
though, he’s been doing wonder¬ 
fully.” 

This year has been a roller¬ 
coaster ride for Alberts and the 
horse she calls Magic. After his 
near-magical performance in the 
Preakness, in which he finished 
second to War Emblem at odds 
of 45-1, Magic Weisner went on 
to finish fourth in the Belmont 
Stakes-Gl, win the Ohio Derby- 
02, and place second to War 
Emblem in the Haskell Invita¬ 
tional Handicap-Gl. 

He was then scheduled to 
run in the Pennsylvania Derby- 
03 on September 2, a Monday. 
The Friday evening before the 
race, Alberts noticed her horse 
was “off.” 

“He didn’t seem right,” said 
Alberts, whose small stable of 
runners, including Magic Weis¬ 
ner, is based at Laurel Park. He 
was disinterested in everything, 
including his feed. When they 


took his temperature, it regis¬ 
tered 102 degrees. 

“That’s a mild fever, but I 
knew he wasn’t going to be right 
by Monday to race in a stakes. 
You just don’t fool yourself,” 
Alberts said. She scratched him 
from the PA Derby, but figured 
he would be well soon. 

By Saturday the fever was up 
to 103. As bad as that was, 
Alberts was almost more con¬ 
cerned about the change she saw 
in Magic’s personality. 

“He didn’t act normal,” she 
said. He lacked his usual friendli¬ 
ness and interest in Alberts and 
his groom. “I said to the vet, 
‘This horse doesn’t act like a 
horse with just a virus.’ ” 

By Sunday, picking his feet up 
to clean them made him lose his 
balance, and he would not let 
anyone touch his head. And then 
Alberts’s son Will tried to walk 
Magic Weisner around the barn 
for some exercise. 

“My son was walking him, 
and he said, Mom, Magic is 
really bad. I don’t think I can get 
around the barn.’ ” She asked her 
son to bring Magic Weisner 
directly back to his stall, but it 
took several people to help the 
horse maintain his balance. 

“It was pathetic,” Alberts 
said. 

Frustrated, knowing her 
horse and that this had to be 
something more serious than a 
common flu virus, she sought a 
second opinion from Dr. James 
Stewart, who immediately 
referred Magic to the University 
of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton 
Center. 



The veterinarians who treated 
him there, Drs. Bettina Dunkel 
and Ray Sweeney, took a blood 
sample as soon as Magic was 
admitted, and sent it off to the 
state laboratory. Five days later, 
they had a diagnosis of West 
Nile virus. 

As trying as Alberts’s experi¬ 
ence with WNV had to be, she 
and the attending veterinarians 
were fortunate they had a 
straightforward diagnosis. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Mike Bunning, a 
veterinary epidemiologist with 
the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC), a horse may show signs 
of disease but not yet have 
developed a detectable antibody 
response. 

“This means that the initial 
blood test may be negative when 
indeed the horse is suffering 
from WNV, and a second test 
should be submitted to identify 
WNV infection,” he said. 

And while Magic became 
very sick, infection does not 
always lead to illness. 

“The previous work done in 
Europe and Africa indicated that 
approximately 10 percent of the 
infected equines became clinical¬ 
ly ill and the remaining 90 per¬ 
cent were nonclinical,” Bunning 
said. In a recent CDC study that 
Bunning led, the data showed 
that only one of 12 horses 
infected with WNV became ill. 
“This reflects what is most likely 
happening ‘on the farm’ in 


regards to clinical versus non¬ 
clinical infection rates,” he said. 

Nationwide, according to the 
USDA, as of October 11, 957 
equine cases had been reported. 
Statistically, about one-third or 
33 percent of those horses can 
be expected to have died or been 
euthanized. 

Researchers have been study¬ 
ing how the virus is spread. 
According to Dr. Tim Cordes, 
senior staff veterinarian for 
equine diseases with USDA, 
some important trends are clear. 
The virus appears in clusters, not 
waves, and those clusters of dis¬ 
ease are typically around water 
that supports waterfowl and all 
types of black birds. One study, 
coordinated by USDA, found 
that in 2000, most disease out¬ 
breaks occurred in regions with 
broadleaf forests, clay soils and 
slow-flowing drainage. These 
conditions are ideal for mosqui¬ 
to breeding. 

Mosquitoes that carry the 
virus in their salivary glands can, 
when they bite, infect horses, 
humans and other animals, 
including birds. An infected bird 
develops enough virus in its 
blood to infect other mosqui¬ 
toes. This role played by birds, 
called an “amplifying host,” is 
unlike that of humans and horses, 
who are dead-end hosts. A dead¬ 
end host may become sick from 
the virus but not enough virus

circulates in the blood to infect 
other animals or insects. 

A vaccine for West Nile virus 
is available, manufactured by 
Fort Dodge. Alberts considered 
using it, but at the time all 
reports indicated no West Nile 
virus-infected mosquitoes in the 
area surrounding Laurel. All vac¬ 
cines carry the risk of side 
effects, and Magic had a full slate 
of races before him. One week 


out of training due to a vaccine 
reaction would have sidelined 
him. The risks of the vaccine 
appeared to outweigh its bene¬ 
fits, so Alberts chose not to vac¬ 
cinate. 

“Now all my horses have had 
[the vaccine], even though there 
aren’t any mosquitoes around 
right now,” she said. 

For Magic, immediate sup¬ 
portive care was most important, 


and while Sweeney waited for 
the lab results, he continued the 
care that Stewart and his partner 
Dr. Robert Vallance had begun 
at the track. 

“They were on top of it right 
away, before they sent the horse 
to the hospital,” Sweeney said. 
“That played a big role in his 
recovery.” 

With a virus, there is no drug 
that can combat the illness effec¬ 


tively, in the way that an antibi¬ 
otic batdes a bacterial infection. 
The most a veterinarian can do 
is treat the symptoms, or try to 
ease the horse’s distress. With 
WNV, and any other disease that 
causes encephalitis (swelling of 
the brain), a primary concern is 
to try to lessen the swelling. 
Horses are given anti-inflamma¬ 
tory drugs such as flunixin meg¬ 
lumine (Banamine®). 

“It acts like ibuprofen [does 
in people],” Sweeney said. 
“That’s probably the most 
important drug we use.” Magic 
also received DMSO (Dimethyl 
Sulfoxide) when he first arrived 
at the hospital, which Sweeney 
said is often used in the acute, 
initial stages of the disease. 

“You have to make sure you 
keep up with hydration if the 
horse is not drinking, as well,” 
Sweeney said. For that reason, 
Magic was on an intravenous 
drip for a short period after he 
arrived. 

“He wasn’t at death’s door, 
but he was severely affected, and 
you never know when it might 
get worse,” Sweeney noted. 

By mid-October, Magic was 
well enough to return to Laurel, 
and Alberts hoped he might be 
able to re-enter light training yet 
this fall. But then one morning 
he was down and had trouble 
getting up. He went back to 
New Bolton. 

‘We wanted to make sure he 
did not have a stress fracture, or 
anything else,” Vallance said. A 
bone scan came back negative, 
fortunately. Magic’s problem 
was weakness caused by neu¬ 
ropathy, or damage to the nerve 
to the right hip muscle. 

Magic then returned to 
Laurel, and was alert and ener¬ 
getic, Alberts said. 

“He’s so happy now I hate to 
reprimand him, even when he 
gets wild, he feels so good,” she 
said. Once the ground hardens, 
Alberts plans on taking Magic 
home to her farm for the winter 
to continue his recuperation. 
Sweeney and Vallance said they 
expect him to be fit to race 
again. 

“If they survive, based on 
previous experience, they even¬ 
tually go on to a full recovery. 
You just don’t know how long it 
will take,” said Vallance. #

S teady rainfall the day of the 
$350,000 Pegasus Handi¬ 
cap-02, which transformed 
the strip into a quagmire, turned 
out to be a godsend for Susan 
and John Moore’s Regal Sanc¬ 
tion. Trainer Jimmy Jerkens 
supplemented the son of Regal 
Classic to the mile and an eighth 
test for 3-year-olds on Septem¬ 
ber 27, but did not expect him to 
defeat Starlight Stable’s multiple 
Grade 1 winner Harlan’s Holi¬ 
day 

The rain chased Harlan’s 
Holiday to Belmont Park, how¬ 
ever, leaving the Pegasus a six- 
horse, wide-open scramble. 
Regal Sanction earned a hard- 
fought head decision over fast¬ 
closing No Parole in 1:49.87, 
with This Guns for Hire third. 
Trump Marina, winner of the 
Paterson Stakes at the Big M on 
September 2, was sent off as the 
7-5 favorite but faded to finish 
fourth. 


My horse just kept digging in. I 
would have won if they had 
gone around again.” 

Regal Sanction earned $210,000 
in the Pegasus and boosted his 
bankroll to $347,932. 

The Pegasus card was sup¬ 
ported by four $50,000 stakes: 
the six-furlong Matt Scudder for 
3-year-olds, won by Gold I. D.; 
the one-mile off-the-turf Miss 
Liberty for 3-year-old fillies, 
taken by Sam Eye Am; the 
William Livingston, for older 
horses at five furlongs, also off 
the turf, won by the Mike 
Trombetta-trained Ghostly 
Numbers; and the off-the-turf 
World Appeal for 2-year-olds, 
won by Title Contender. 

Joseph Allen’s Saint Verre 
was an easy winner of the 
October 11 $150,000 Cliff 

Hanger Handicap, a mile and a 
sixteenth event moved from the 
turf to the sloppy main track. 
Under Jean-Luc Samyn, the 4- 
year-old took the lead from the 
start, opened up by nearly three 
lengths on the backstretch, and 
then held at bay rallying Pinky 
Pizwaanski to flash under the 
wire a length in front in 1:42.40. 

Seven scratches reduced the 
field for the Cliff Hanger to 
four starters, and there was no 
show wagering. The race also 
lost its Grade 3 status when it 
came off the turf. 

As a 2-year-old, Saint Verre 
(by Saint Ballado) began his rac¬ 
ing career in a big way—setting 
the current track record for five 
and a half furlongs at Philadel¬ 
phia Park for owner/trainer 
Mary Goodman in his debut— 
then was sold to Allen for a 
price reported to be in excess of 
$1 million. 

After being sold, Saint Verre 
was transferred to the barn of 
Shug McGaughey, but currendy 
is under the care of trainer Allen 
Jerkens. 

Graded stakes winner 
Loaded Gun, who broke his 
maiden at the Meadowlands on 
December 7, 1997 and went on 
to bankroll $633,272 (including 
J MATCH bonuses) for owner/

BURNING UP THE TRACK 
IN THE MEADOWLANDS CUP-G2 



Burning Roma defeats future Breeders’ Cup Classic winner Volponi, and Heather 
Giglio makes history as the first female trainer to win the Meadowlands Cup-G2. 


T he $400,000 Meadowlands 
Cup-G2 rarely fails to deliv¬ 
er a high note, but this year’s 
running on October 4 was 
notable on many counts. 

Trainer Heather Giglio, who 
currendy has a split stable with 
horses based at Delaware Park 
and Thistledown, became the 
first woman to saddle a winner 
in Meadowlands’s most presti¬ 
gious event. Giglio tightened the 
girth on Harold Queen’s Burn¬ 
ing Roma, who became a mil¬ 
lionaire with the $240,000 first 
prize. 

Burning Roma’s badge of 
honor was set in place three 



weeks later, however, when 
Meadowlands Cup runner-up 
Volponi returned to a smashing 
victory in the Breeders’ Cup 
_ Classic-Gl. 

Burning Roma not only won 
o- the Cup, he did it in definitive 
I style. Under Eibar Coa, he led 
g nearly every step of the way and 


was timed in 1:48.95 for the mile 
and one-eighth. Despite having 
won the $50,000 Alysheba 
Stakes at Meadowlands on Sep¬ 
tember 13, Burning Roma, a 4- 
year-old son of Rubiano, was 
dismissed at 13-1 odds by Big M 
bettors, who bestowed favori¬ 
tism on Volponi. 


“He wanted to go early so I 
just let him go and he really 
responded for me,” said Coa. A 
32-year-old native of Venezuela, 
Coa won the Meadowlands Cup 
in his first attempt 

“He’s just been getting bet¬ 
ter,” said Giglio, who was unsure 
of Burning Roma’s next start. “I 
didn’t expect him to be in front, 
but he made the lead and kept 
on going.” 

At 2, Burning Roma won the 
Grade 1 Belmont Futurity upon 
the disqualification of City Zip, 
and at 3 he captured the Tampa 
Bay Derby. He was runner-up to 
Volponi in the 2001 Pegasus 
Handicap-G2. Before joining 
Giglio’s stable Burning Roma 
was trained by Tony Dutrow and 
Bill Mott. Lifetime, he’s won 10 
of 22 starts. 

The crowd of 7,893 was the 
smallest in Cup history. 

Coa held a hot hand on Mea¬ 
dowlands Cup night, winning 
four races in addition to the big 
event. Among his other wins 
was a score in the $50,000 
Manila Stakes aboard Serial 
Bride. Coa also won the third 
race with Silver Rail, the sixth 
aboard Private Canyon and the 
finale with Gotta Be a Star.

said Gerace, who said the N.J.- 
bred son of Prosper Fager was 
relaxing at her farm in Vincen- 
town, N.J., and would probably 
stand at stud in that state. 

During a six-year career, 
Loaded Gun won 13 races, 
including the Philadelphia Park 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3. He 
was the 2001 sprint division win¬ 
ner in the MATCH series. 

Platinum Setting, a gray 
son of Silver Ghost, crossed the 
wire first in the annual $25,000 
Grey Ghost Starter Handicap on 
Halloween night, a race restrict¬ 
ed to gray or roan horses. Under 
Shaun Bridgmohan, Platinum 
Setting rallied late to nip He Flies 
by three-quarters of a length, 
covering the mile and a sixteenth 
on a turf course labeled yielding 
in 1:45.20. Pacesetter Home¬ 


cooking Ruby was a length back 
in third in the 11 -horse field. 

It was the fifth win in 34 life¬ 
time starts for the New York- 
based 6-year-old, who is owned 
by Sanford Goldfarb and trained 
by Richard Dutrow. 

Jockey Emmanuel Mendez, 
a native of Puerto Rico, got his 
first win on September 17 
aboard T. J.’s Granny. He has 
employed veteran agent Dixie 
Shea to book mounts for him. 

As the meet entered Novem¬ 
ber, a tight jockeys’ race was 
cracked wide open by Eddie 
King Jr., who pulled seven wins 
ahead of Roberto Alvarado Jr. 
as of November 3—43 to 36. 
Carlos Cruz was four behind 
Alvarado with 32. The three had 
been locked in a tie as of 
October 16. 


Philadelphia Park-based train¬ 
er John McCaslin appeared to 
be heading for his first-ever 
Meadowlands training title, with 
12 victories from 27 starts (44 
percent). He led Tim Hills and 
Gary Contessa, who had 11 
each. J. Willard Thompson had 
10 victories. 

One of McCaslin’s main 
clients, the E & G Stable of Eric 
and Gregg Fral, led the owners’ 
standings with nine victories. 
Runnin Horse Farms Inc., lead¬ 
ing owner the last two seasons, 
was two wins behind E & G as 
of November 3. 

In an effort to attract claim- 
ing-caliber horses from Delaware 
Park, which was due to close in 
early November, Meadowlands 
management announced the 
week of October 7 that it would 


decrease the highest purse levels 
30 percent while increasing bot¬ 
tom levels 30 percent. 

According to information 
provided by Equibase, through 
the first two weeks of the meet 
average daily purse distribution 
at Meadowlands was $273,512, 
which is 53 percent lower than 
2001 levels. 

Total handle at Monmouth 
Park and Meadowlands for the 
Breeders’ Cup simulcast from 
Arlington Park on October 26 
was $3,362,753, a combined 
record for both New Jersey 
tracks. 

Total handle at Meadowlands 
was $2,383,185, while Mon¬ 
mouth handled $979,568. The 
amount wagered at both facili¬ 
ties represents an increase of 
13.1 percent over last year.

She has 
won or placed in 14 stakes

P hiladelphia Park and the 
Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association presented the 
second renewal of Pennsyl¬ 
vania’s Day at the Races on 
October 5, showcasing horses 
foaled in Pennsylvania in six 
$50,000 restricted events. 

The Storm Cat Stakes for 2- 
year-olds kicked off the state- 
bred stakes parade. Edward A. 
Rudley’s Yo, a son of Valid 
Wager, won the six-furlong 
event in 1:12.27 under Stewart 
Elliott for his second tally in 
three lifetime starts. Bred by E & 
D Enterprises, Yo was sold at 
the 2001 Keeneland September 
sale for $22,000. He’s trained by 
Eddie Colettijr. 

In the Lil E. Tee Stakes, for 
3-year-olds at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth, favored Final Table could 
do no better than fourth as 
owner/breeder/trainer Eugene 
Weymouth’s Carouse, a son of 
Cure the Blues, earned his first 
2002 victory under Victor Molina 
in 1:45.51. 

Fresh from his triumph in the 
September 21 Maryland Million 
Classic, Mrs. Bernard J. Daney’s 
Docent was installed the heavy 
choice in the field of five for the 
Devil’s Honor Handicap at 
seven furlongs and lived up to 
his support, drawing away as 
much the best under Mike Luzzi 
for trainer Tim Ritchey. Bred by 


Bernard J. Daney, Docent, a 4- 
year-old son of Waquoit, has won 
four races, all stakes, from seven 
starts this year, and he complet¬ 
ed the distance in 1:23.24. 

‘We’ll step him up next into 
tougher competition,” said 
Ritchey. Docent has now earned 
$351,502 lifetime. 

The resilient 11-year-old Sir 
Echo, bred by Stud Aire Farms, 
owned by Tradewinds Stable and 
trained by John Zimmerman, 
scored a repeat victory in the 
Yankee Affair Stakes, a mile and 
a sixteenth turf event for 3-year- 
olds and up, having taken the 
race in 2001. Sir Echo won by a 
length and a quarter under Eibar 
Coa, his 18th lifetime victory 
from 75 starts. 

By Herat out of the Coastal 
mare California Style, Sir Echo 
has earned $461,581 in 10 sea¬ 
sons of racing. He was winless in 
his 2 and 3-year-old campaigns, 
breaking his maiden at 4. 

Vincent Scuderi’s Betty’s 
Hat, bred by Susan C. Walmer, 
outclassed six rivals in the 
Ambassador of Luck Stakes, a 
seven-furlong test for fillies and 
mares, winning by two lengths in 
1:24.06 under Mike Luzzi. It was 
her second consecutive victory 
in the event. A 6-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Pennsylvania sire Harry 
the Hat, Betty’s Hat has won 12 
of 29 starts, earning $331,888. 


Apprentice jockey Bacarra 
Rice, who moved her tack to 
Philadelphia Park in June after 
riding at Penn National last win¬ 
ter, completed a rare double on 
September 23. Rice, 22, booted 
home two horses who each 
returned more than $100 on a $2 
win ticket. 

Rice piloted Just Do It 
Stables’s Gold Exchange 
($126.80) in the fourth race for 
trainer Ladeana Bastida and in 
the ninth race was aboard Great 
Aunt Alice ($108.40) for North- 
cote Stable and trainer David 


Dotolo. “I knew their form was 
poor, but I tried to ride each one 
as if they were the favorite,” said 
Rice. 

The adage “he won by a pole” 
accurately describes the per¬ 
formance of Thomas McClay’s 
Friendly Heat in a $19,880 
maiden special weight on 
September 29. At odds of 9-2, 
the 2-year-old son of Friendly 
Lover took command after a 
half-mile and spurted away to 
earn his diploma over nine rivals 
by nine and a half lengths under 
Rodrigo Madrigal Jr. 


Friendly Heat is trained by 
Todd Beattie and was timed in 
1:11.69 for the six furlongs. 

Bill and Joan Carango 
received the best 52nd wedding 
anniversary present they could 
hope for on September 30 when 
their 3-year-old filly Queen’s 
Kiss broke her maiden in the 
first race. The Carangos, whose 
son Tony is their trainer, make 
their home in Levittown, Pa. 

Five Tango Charlie may be 
small in stature, but his heart is 
as big as they come. The 8-year- 
old gelding registered his 20th 


career victory on October 1 in a 
mile and a sixteenth, $7,500 
claiming event for owner Barbara 
Armstrong and trainer Richard 
Vega. 

Vega, who has claimed back 
the son of Carnivalay three 
times, said, “He’s really little. . . 
but he always tries. That’s why I 
keep claiming him back. Plus, 
he’s the owner’s favorite horse. 
She diinks of him as her baby.” 

Five Tango Charlie has made 
94 lifetime starts and has earned 
nearly $170,000. 
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Carouse (on outside)—owned, bred and trained by Eugene Weymouth— 
outfinished Senor Charismatic to capture the Lil E. Tee Stakes.

Casino Royale Farm’s home¬ 
bred Caught in the Rain, 
trained by Guadalupe Predado, 
made her first start on turf an 
impressive one, taking the Mrs. 
Penny Stakes for fillies and 
mares at a mile and a sixteenth 
under Eddie King Jr. 


“The turf was a litde chewed 
up and she hobbled coming 
down the stretch,” said King, 
who’s based in New Jersey, “but 
I picked her head up and she 
kept driving to the wire.” Caught 
in the Rain, a 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Petionville out of the 
unraced Fred Astaire mare Jingle 
Feathers, was timed in 1:45.34. 


Just two days after a stakes 
race named for him was run at 
Philadelphia, Devil’s Honor 
appeared at the track and fin¬ 
ished third in a two and a six¬ 
teenth-mile steeplechase event 
over National fences on October 
7 for trainer Jack R.S. Fisher. The 
9-year-old gelded son of Devil’s 
Bag won the Philadelphia Park’s 
most prestigious event, the 
Pennsylvania Derby, in 1996, 
becoming the first Pennsylvania- 
bred to do so. 

When owner Noreen Car- 
penito retired Devil’s Honor in 


mid-1998, he’d won nine races 
(eight of them stakes) and nearly 
$800,000. But after nearly a year 
in retirement on trainer Walter 
Reese’s Timber Creek Farm near 
Allentown, N.J., the gelding was 
sold as a show horse prospect. 
Eventually, Fisher bought Devil’s 
Honor sight unseen for owner 
Warren Dempsey, and started 
him over timber. 

Since embarking on his new 
career last year, Devil’s Honor 
has won only once in 10 starts. 
Fisher said that he wasn’t sure 
how much longer the gelding 


would compete, but that several 
surgeries to remove chips from 
his knees didn’t seem to be hin¬ 
dering his performance. 

Tony Black, who rode Devil’s 
Honor to victory in the Penn¬ 
sylvania Derby, said he watched 
the steeplechase from Delaware 
Park along with most of the rid¬ 
ers in the jocks’ room. 

“There was no way I was 
going to miss that race,” Black 
said. “It brought back a lot of 
memories. Winning the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Derby on Devil’s Honor 
was definitely one of the high¬ 


lights of my career, because Phila¬ 
delphia is where my heart is.” 

Apprentice jockey Heather 
Irion, who arrived at Philadel¬ 
phia Park from Fairmount Park 
in September, was seriously 
injured in a spill on October 21. 
Irion’s mount Gold Linkage 
clipped heels and fell in the fifth 
race. 

Jockey Sandi Dorr, who left 
the saddle earlier this spring 
while in third place in the rider 
standings, had a baby girl on

R obert Amendola’s Jarf. 
under Clinton Potts, wired 
four rivals in the $100,000 
Kelso Stakes on October 5. A 6- 
year-old son of Mt. Livermore 
trained by Allen Iwinski, Jarf 
easily scooted home by three and 
a half lengths and covered the 
mile and three-sixteenths in 
1:57.51 over a fast main track. 

The 4-5 favorite Acrolect, 
with Mike McCarthy up, finished 
second, while Full Brush and 
Jeremy Rose were third. 


Jarf increased his career 
bankroll to $358,199 with the 
$60,000 Kelso first prize; he’s 
won nine of 27 starts. 

Trainer Gennadi Doren- 
chenko, who rode his own 
horses in races this season at 
Delaware, shipped his string of 
12 back to northern California in 
early October. Dorenchenko 
said that since Delaware’s simul¬ 
cast signal wasn’t available in 
California, his owners were 
unable to watch their horses run. 


Under Delaware rules of rac¬ 
ing, a trainer is permitted to ride 
his own Thoroughbreds in pari¬ 
mutuel events, and that’s one 
reason Dorenchenko decided to 
ship to Delaware Park. “If I ride 
my own horse, I know exacdy 
what to do,” he said. “Some¬ 
times a horse will have a funny 
action, and jockeys that don’t 
know them are scared and won’t 
ride them properly.” 

Dorochenko sent his stable 
to Golden Gate Fields, which is 
near his home in El Sobrante, 
Calif. From 38 starts at Dela¬ 
ware this season, he trained/ 
rode one winner. 

Jockey Jeremy Rose, owner 
Mike Gill and trainer Mark 
Shuman teamed up to win three 
races in a row on Monday, 
October 21. The trio kicked off 
the afternoon in the fourth race, 
when they combined with My 
Kind of Town ($28.40). In the 
fifth, Lucky Locomotion ($6.80) 
got the job, while Dancing Dee 
($7.80) triumphed in the sixth. 

Shuman was second in the 
trainer standings as of Novem¬ 
ber 3, having saddled 65 winners 
and amassed $2.2 million in 
purse earnings. Scott Lake was 
Z in first place with 79 winners 
£■ and $1.9 million in purses. 

Trainer J. Michael Rogers, 
g who won the Philadelphia Park 
training title in 1992, enjoyed a 
solid meet in his first full year at 


Delaware Park. A former Penn 
National-based jockey, Rogers 
had 25 horses in his barn. 
Through November 3, he sad¬ 
dled 17 winners from 114 
starters, earning nearly $500,000. 

“Right now a lot of my 
horses are sidelined with little 
problems, so I’ve kind of tailed 
off a bit,” said Rogers, who is 
married to another former jock¬ 
ey, Patricia Gambrell. The cou¬ 
ple have a daughter Brittany, 8, 
and live in Maryland. 

Rogers said he intended to 
send 10 horses to Aqueduct for 
the winter—his first venture to 
New York—as he feels the 
opportunities to claim are limit¬ 
ed in Maryland. He’s also taken 
on some horses for owner Casey 
Exton of the Outlaw Biker 
Stable, for whom he trained in 
the early 1990s. 

The 2000 Preakness winner 
Red Bullet, who has been raced 
sparingly since his classic tri¬ 
umph at Pimlico, made his first 
start in eight months a winning 
one on November 2, taking the 
six-furlong $55,000 Foggy Road 
overnight handicap by two and a 
half lengths with Mike McCarthy 
in the irons. A 5-year-old son of 
Unbridled owned by Stronach 
Stable and trained by Joe 
Orseno, Red Bullet was timed in 
1:10.34 and returned $5.40 as 
favorite. 

Rusty Spur finished second, 
with Mark Johnston up, and 
Marciano, with Jeremy Rose 
aboard, was third. 

It was the first win of the 
year for Red Bullet, who has 
only 13 lifetime starts to his 
credit but six victories. He’s 
earned $1,161,920. Red Bullet 
was expected to make his next 
start in the Grade 1 Cigar Mile at 
Aqueduct on November 30. 

“We were real pleased with 
his effort,” said Orseno. “Mike 
[McCarthy] let him gallop out 
nicely and we should be ready 
for the Cigar Mile.” 

Jockeys Robert Colton, 
William Hollick and Joe Rocco 
Jr. spent the first two weeks of 
October in Hollywood, Calif., 
taking part in the filming of the 
movie Seabiscuit: An American 
Legend, at Universal Studios. 
Directed by Gary Ross, the 
movie is an adaptation of the 
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Stakes winner at 2, with two wins and a 
stakes-placing in five starts. Stakes-placed at 3.

Colton said that it was his 
friendship with Hall of Fame rider 
Chris McCarron that got him 
involved in the movie, and he in 
turn was the catalyst that got 
Hollick and Rocco Jr. involved. 

“I became very good friends 
with McCarron through the 
Jockeys' Guild [Colton is the 
Guild secretary] and he asked if 
I would be interested in partici¬ 
pating in the movie so I could 
make a little money and see 
California. He got me in what 
they call the ‘core group' of rid¬ 
ers, which is a group of 10. The 
core group of riders are going to 
do most of the race riding in the 
movie. They wanted to make it 
as realistic as possible so they 
asked real jockeys." 

While Colton will be riding, 
Hollick and Rocco Jr. will have 
small speaking parts in the flick. 

“Joe [Rocco Jr.] and Billy 
[Hollick] are going to play two 
riders who are fighting," said 
Colton. “They will fight on both 
mechanical horses and real 
horses. You will probably be able 
to see their faces and they'll prob¬ 
ably have a couple of lines. They 
are going to film at Santa Anita, 
Pomona, and a training farm." 

Colton said that he never 
realized how much work making 
a movie could be. 

“We start at 6 a.m., and 
sometimes work until 9 p.m.," he 
said. “We're working with 40 
Thoroughbreds, and filming 


scenes which require that the 
horses run next to, behind and in 
front of a car that's got the cam¬ 
era. This is really going to be a 
classy production—the film 
budget is nearly $100 million." 

Hollick said that he sent 
Universal Studios photographs 
of himself and some videotape 
of him astride a horse. 

“They called me back and 
asked if I would come out to 
California for a screening," said 
Hollick. “I thought I had a 
chance to get the part, but I wasn't 
expecting to get it. I couldn't 
believe it." 

As for Rocco Jr., he said: 
“They were looking for some¬ 
body young, and I called, audi¬ 
tioned and got the part. I really 
didn't believe it when I found 
out I got it This is a once in a 
lifetime chance, and I had to 
jump at it." 

While in California, Colton 
received the good news that he 
was a nominee for the 2002 
George Woolf Memorial Award, 
which is given to a jockey whose 
career and personal character 
reflects positively on himself 
and the sport of Thoroughbred 
racing. Voting is conducted 
among jockeys nationwide. 

Colton began his career in 
Washington state in 1976 and 
has won 3,982 races from 24,932 
mounts with purses of 
$40,779,163 through October 
10. Born in Los Angeles, Calif., 
he's won riding titles at both 
Penn National and Philadelphia 



Park, and finished second in the 
Delaware standings twice in the 
last five years. 

As secretary of the Jockeys' 
Guild, Colton is trying to get a 
new program adopted that 
would eliminate the need for rid¬ 
ers to employ drastic weight- 
reduction methods, which can 
jeopardize their health. Based on 
a program for wrestlers devel¬ 
oped by the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, a jockey 
would undergo a weight assess¬ 
ment during a physical examina¬ 
tion, at which time a minimum 
weight would be assigned based 
on a number of physical factors, 
including minimum percentage 
of body fat. It would then be 
illegal for a jockey to compete at 
a weight below that level. 

While Colton said it was an 
honor to be nominated for the 
Woolf Award, he said that hang¬ 



ing up his tack could also be in 
the cards. 

“I’m only about 30 wins away 
from 4,000," he said. “I'd like to 
reach that milestone, but I'm 
also thinking about retiring, 
because my body has suffered a 
lot of wear and tear after so 
many years of riding." # 


PENN NATIONAL 
REPORTS 
UPSWING IN 
MUTUEL 
HANDLE

O wner Casey Exton, a mag¬ 
azine publisher who uses 
the nom de course Outlaw 
Biker Stable, had a profitable 
night on October 11 with two 
winners at Penn National. Under 
the guidance of trainer Mary 
Cachiotti, the black-and-pink 
Outlaw colorbearers Rockette 
Rankin and Miss Nasty Top cap¬ 
tured the seventh and ninth 
races, respectively. Both horses 
were ridden by Carlos Nieto, 
who won four that night—the 
first, and seventh, eighth and 
ninth. 


Trainer Bruce Kravets, a 
native of California whose stable 
is split between Charles Town 
and Penn National, scored a 
three-bagger on the card of 
October 10. Kravets, currently 
second in the trainers' standings 
behind Harry Thompson Jr., 
tightened the girth on the win¬ 
ners of the first, eighth and ninth 
events. The last two races were 
won by horses owned by Slick 1 
Racing, including Famous 
Minstreal, who paid $59.40 as 
the longshot winner of the 
finale. 


The card of October 12 was 
canceled following the first race 
when the jockeys refused to 
ride due to track conditions. 
Heavy rain fell on the Grantville 
track for three days prior to the 
cancellation. The surface was 
rated fast for the first race but 
the riders deemed it too danger¬ 
ous to continue, according to 
track management Live racing 
resumed on October 16. 

Jockeys also refused to ride 
on October 31, when the track 
surface was rated good for the 
first race and the temperature 
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Winner of three of four starts at two, including winning the 
Cradle S. (defeating MIGHTY) and Hawthorne Juvenile S. 
and placing in the Kentucky Cup Juvenile S. (G3). At three he 
placed in the Round Table S. (G3) and ran fourth in the 
Bluegrass S. (Gl). DEPUTY WARLOCK contended respect¬ 
fully in the 2000 Kentucky Derby (Gl), defeating TRIPPI, 
EXCHANGE RATE, HIGH YIELD, and Champion 
ANEES.

Penn National 
spokesperson Fred Lipkin said, 
“IPs a nice night and the track is 
rated good. This is the second 
time in a couple of weeks, and 
we don’t know what their prob¬ 
lem is. It’s pretty frustrating.” 

David Cora, Penn National’s 
leading rider in 2001 and so far 
this year, rode six winners on the 
nine-race program on October 
18. Cora became the sixth jockey 
to win six races on a single card 
at Penn National. 

The 22-year-old native of 
Peru booted home David An¬ 
derson’s Trudge (second race) 
Richard Eigenbrode’s Testy Guy 
(third), Richard Miller’s Faultless 
Cassie (seventh), and three for 
Daniel Chen and trainer Harry 
Thompson Jr.—Mabilis Lady 
(fourth), Pardner (eighth) and 


Loco Gringo’s Lark (ninth). The 
next evening, Cora added five 
more, of which three were for 
Chen and Thompson. 

Cora won last year’s title in 
his first full season at Penn 
National, with 279 wins from 
1,440 mounts. This year he’s rid¬ 
den 222 winners from 1,154 
starters through November 3, 
which is 85 more winners than 
runner-up Emilio Flores. 

Statistics submitted to the 
Pennsylvania State Horse Racing 
Commission for August 2002, 
show that total handle from all 
sources—on-track, off-track and 
Telebet—at Penn National was 
$39,536,702, up 10.6 percent 
from August 2001. Year-to-date 
handle for 2002 was $282,858,232, 
an increase of 5.1 percent from 
2001. 


“The results for August high¬ 
light the positive trends. . . our 
live product continues its 
improvement over last year and 
local promotions are helping 
drive attendance,” was the com¬ 
ment on the statistical report. 

Penn National Gaming Inc., 
which owns and operates 
Charles Town Races in Charles 
Town, WVa., as well as several 
casino properties in the Midwest 
and South, reported on October 
23 that it experienced record net 
revenues of $175.4 million for 
the third quarter ending Septem¬ 
ber 30, an increase of 21 percent 
compared with $145 million for 
the corresponding period last 
year. 

“Earlier this month we 
opened the food court at Charles 
Town, which followed the move 


in the third quarter of approxi¬ 
mately 500 slot machines from a 
temporary tented facility at 
Charles Town to our new Slot 
City expansion, a city-themed 
gaming area,” said CEO Peter 
Carlino. “These changes are 
already generating significant 
gains in gaming revenues and 
Charles Town Races and Slots is 
now the gaming revenue leader 
in West Virginia.” 

Carlino also expressed opti¬ 
mism about the passage of slot 
machine legislation in Pennsyl¬ 
vania sometime in 2003, as both 
gubernatorial candidates have 
indicated they support the intro¬ 
duction of slots at state race 
tracks. #

W hen it came to tactics in 
the mounted battle 
between the states, Chero¬ 
kee’s Boy wasn’t coy as he 
coasted to a commanding 2134- 
length triumph in the $50,000- 
added Tri-State Futurity Stakes 
at Charles Town on October 26. 

In the 34th running of the 
event for 2-year-olds foaled in 
Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia, the Maryland-bred win¬ 
ner marched to a beat all his 
own, covering the seven-furlong 
distance over a muddy track in 
1:26.76. 

“He’s very advanced for a 2- 
year-old; he knows what to do 
and when he wants to do it,” said 
winning jockey Ryan Fogel- 
songer. 

Cherokee’s Boy, who broke 
from the far outside post in the 
field of eight, was a length from 
the lead after a quarter of a mile 
and was on top by three lengths 
at the half-mile marker before 
disappearing in the distance a la 
Secretariat’s Belmont Stakes 
blowout in 1973. 

if When we reached the first 
turn we were still kind of wide 
and I thought we could tuck in 
and lay off the pace a little 
longer, but my mount had other 
plans. He decided to go on with 
it,” Fogelsonger said. 


Owned by ZWP Stable Inc. 
(Foard Wilgis and Dave Pica- 
rello) and trained by Gary Capu- 
ano, the winner gave a perform¬ 
ance that reminded his connec¬ 
tions of his dam, Cherokee 
Wonder. 

“It looks like he’s as good as 
his mother was [Cherokee Won¬ 
der was a multiple stakes winner 
with earnings of $284,005],” said 
Picarello. “She was our very first 
horse, and we’re hoping light¬ 
ning strikes again because she 
was just wonderful.” 

Just like his dam, Cherokee’s 
Boy is already a two-time stakes 
winner, having captured the 
$100,000 Maryland Million Nur¬ 
sery at Pimlico on September 21. 

“In his Maryland Million win 
he got into a litde trouble in the 
first turn, lightly clipping heels 
before he circled the field,” said 
his trainer Gary Capuano. 
“Tonight he ran the same race 
without the traffic troubles in the 
first turn.” 

The prohibitive favorite, 
Cherokee’s Boy returned $2.60 
to win. While it was a long way 
back to second, a brotherly rival¬ 
ry surrounded the $8.40 exacta. 

Forever Joe, a well-respected 
West Virginia-bred runner in 
Dale Capuano’s stable, entered 
the Tri-State fresh off his West 


Virginia Breeders Classics victory 
in the $75,000 Vincent Mosca- 
relli Memorial. 

“My brother’s horse Forever 
Joe was obviously the horse to 
beat,” Gary Capuano said. 
“While I thought we could beat 
him, I didn’t know it would be 
like this.” 

In just five career starts, 
Cherokee’s Boy has recorded 
three wins and a second with 
earnings of $134,929. 

The Tri-State Futurity was 
making a comeback after an 
eight-year hiatus. And with run¬ 
ners like Cherokee’s Boy, the 
event is well on its way to 
reestablishing itself as one of the 
premier races for 2-year-olds on 
the East Coast 

West Virginia Governor Bob 
Wise and the Mountain State’s 
Secretary of State Joe Manchin 
were on hand on October 25 to 
help Charles Town Races & Slots 
celebrate the grand opening of 
Slot City and Charles Town 
Fare.

Ryan Fogelsonger: boy wonder

S o he goes to a car dealer¬ 
ship, this 21-year-old who 
looks a teen, and sizes up a 
gleaming new Lexus. After a 
while, a good while, a salesman 
approaches with bald indiffer¬ 
ence. A guy this young, he 
knows, doesn’t buy a car this 
rich. 

The shopper, there with a 
friend, wants a test drive. Far 
from overjoyed, the salesman 
tells the customer he has five 
minutes; the dealership’s about 
to close for the night. 

“So I give him my license, 
and he comes back out and he 
goes, ‘Just out of curiosity, what 
do you do for a living?’ I said, 
Tm a jockey.’ He said, ‘Damn, 
I’ve seen that name everywhere 
—in the paper, I’ve seen you on 
TV.’ He goes, ‘Look, I’ll tell you 
what: You guys take this car out 
for a test drive on your own, just 
be back in a little bit.’ I said, 
‘We’ll be back in five minutes.’ 
He said, ‘Nah, we’ve got 40 min¬ 
utes before we close. Take all the 
time you need.’” 

Dude it was, like, such a rush. 
Having taken quickly to the 
saddle, Ryan Fogelsonger is 
adapting too to sudden celebrity. 
Through November 7, Mary¬ 
land’s newest horse-backing 
whiz led the nation’s apprentice 
jockeys this year with 206 win¬ 
ners and $3.4 million in purses 
—in just over seven months. 
Apprentice Francisco Duran of 
northern California was second 
with 162 victories and $2.4 mil¬ 
lion (with nearly 100 more 
mounts), John McKee of Ken¬ 
tucky third with 153 and $1.3 
million. 

Dude it’s, like, awesome. 

“My friend works in a litde 
pizza restaurant,” Ryan says. “So 
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one day I go in there, slap a 
newspaper down. 'That’s me on 
the front page, baby!’ He was 
go in’ crazy . . Whenever we go 
out, he brags to people: my 
friend’s a jockey, this and that. 
My friends, they absolutely love 
it. They get the biggest kick out 
of it.” 

Dude it’s, like, so unexpected. 

As he neared his 1999 gradu¬ 
ation from Springbrook High in 
Silver Spring, Md., Fogelsonger’s 
future was a blank page. His par¬ 
ents urged college; Ryan waver¬ 
ed. He says attention-deficit 
problems had limited him aca¬ 
demically. "Schoolwork was just 
difficult for me,” he says, "and 
they knew too that I wasn’t the 
type to sit behind a desk all day 
doin’ paperwork and stuff.” 

High school graduates unex¬ 
posed to horses generally don’t 
become jockeys, with rare 
exception. Ryan’s girlfriend had 
a next-door neighbor, Henry 
Colon, who spoke well of his 
rather esoteric livelihood: exer¬ 
cise riding at Laurel Park for 
trainer Dale Capuano. The race 
track, he told Ryan, could be 
kind to a willing 5-foot 4-inch, 
103-pounder. 

To Ryan, track was a sport 
for racing humans. He’d made 
Springbrook varsity as a fresh¬ 
man, running the 800 meters, 
the mile (all-time best: four min¬ 
utes 40 seconds), the two-mile. 
In the fall he ran cross-country. 

The Thoroughbred track was 
foreign. Henry told Ryan about 
the horses, about the life. He 
brought him to the Laurel sta¬ 
bles, Ryan sizing up the horses 
with certain wonder. 

Dude they’re, like, mon¬ 
strous. 

Ryan got on a pony bare- 
back, jogged him. "I was, like, 
'It’s kinda big, but I could get 
used to this.’ Henry said, Are 
you scared up there?’ I said, 
'Scared? Not really. Should I 
be?’. . . I was kind of excited. It 
was kind of sweet.” 

They watched races from the 
backs tretch. 

Dude it was, like, intense. 

Henry arranged for Ryan to 
break 2-year-olds that summer 
at Franklin Smith’s Thorough¬ 
bred farm in South Carolina. 
Ryan says his parents didn’t 


object. Here he pauses. "Every 
time I’d fall off,” he says, "I 
wouldn’t tell my mom.” 

Such incidents plentiful, Ryan 
took his lump-filled lessons with 
unbroken exuberance. "After the 
first week, I was like, 'I can do 
this the rest of my life. I love it.’ ” 

Fifteen to 20 horses a day he 
rode for seven months, then took 
a job at the Boniface family’s 
Bonita Farm in Darlington, Md. 
There he mucked stalls, tidied 
the shedrow, galloped horses, fed 
them, groomed them, learned to 
apply leg bandages. 

Grooming, he says, bred rid¬ 
ing insight "A lot of horses are 
not easy on themselves. Ones 
who love this sport as much as 
you do will just run through any¬ 
thing. They’ll have these splints 
that are just poppin’ out of their 
skin, and they just keep running 
right though it. . . And it really, 
really makes you appreciate it a 
lot more. 

"It also helps to be able to 
feel. When I’m on the horse’s 
back, well, I know he has prob¬ 
lems with his left foot, so that’s 
why he’s joggin’ like this. So I get 
on another one, he’s joggin’ the 
same way, he’s probably got the 
same problem.” 

Late in his stint at Bonita, 
spring of 2001, Ryan hurt a 
shoulder in a spill. After a two- 
month layoff, he arranged 
through Henry Colon to begin 
exercising horses for Dale Capu¬ 
ano. Ryan, dressed and polished, 
reported to the trainer’s barn 
office for what he thought was 
his first day of work. But the 
meticulous Capuano had fash¬ 
ioned his work schedule that 
morning, and Ryan’s name wasn’t 
on it. 

Dude it was, like, a litde awk¬ 
ward. 

“I came in lookin’ all nice and 
everything, and then nothin’,” 
Ryan says. "But I think it got a 
lot of the nervousness out.” 

He began the next day. 

"He was a small, skinny kind 
of kid,” Capuano says. "I made 
sure we had easy horses for him 
to get on. We tried to take pretty 
good care of him, which we do 
with many of the riders that 
come to our barn. Gradually he 
got stronger. He galloped a long 


time before I let him breeze 
one.” 

Ryan first worked slower 
horses, Capuano says, until he 
could better gauge fractions; 
then came the better stock. Even 
while Ryan was green, Capuano 
noticed that horses rather inex¬ 
plicably showed more speed 
with him. 

"He worked some horses in 
the morning that went well when 
he was on them, sometimes bet¬ 
ter than the other guys,” 
Capuano says. "That’s the first 
thing that I noticed: that horses 
seem to run for him.” 

Early this year, Ryan wanted 
to ride. But he remembered 
something Henry had said: 
When you think you’re ready, 
wait two more months. 

On March 21 at Laurel, 
apprentice Fogelsonger made his 
riding debut at a mile and an 
eighth for Brian Jones, the train¬ 
er known as B.J. 

Dude it was, like, surreal. 

Ryan’s mount, wide through¬ 
out, missed the winner by a few 
dozen lengths. "I jumped off 
and I went to the trainer, and I 
was like, 'Sorry I couldn’t do any 
better, but that was an awesome 
experience. Thank you so much.’ 
He had a smile on his face 
because I was probably smilin’ so 
big.” 

From the beginning, Ryan 
says, it wasn’t so much about the 
speed as the aura: the spiritual 
connection between horse and 
rider. Besides, if he wants to go 
fast, he’ll rev up his motorcycle, 
a Honda CVR 600. 

Five weeks with few mounts 
and no winners, Ryan broke 
through May 1 at Pimlico and 
finished the spring season with 
13 victories. He ranked third at 
the ensuing Laurel meet (behind 
Horatio Karamanos and Mario 
Pino) and again behind that pair 
at Colonial Downs, where he 
says the frequent mounts helped 
him scrutinize performances and 
adjust. 

"When I first started, it felt 
like I was never gonna get any¬ 
thing down,” he says. "People 
kept saying, 'You’ve got to get 
stronger finishing, you’ve got to 
learn to control the horse bet¬ 
ter.’ ” Colonial gave him the rep¬ 
etition needed to remedy. 


The following meet, eight 
days at Timonium, everything 
gelled. Ryan won the riding tide 
22 to 8 over Travis Dunkel- 
berger, then commanded Pim¬ 
lico’s summer/fall season by 49- 
27 over Pino. In early Novem¬ 
ber, he was leading at Laurel. 

"He’s getting the mounts,” 
Capuano says. "He’s not ridin’ 
80-1 shots. That helps. It helps 
you get better, and he gets more 
confidence with each ride 
because he has some horse he 
can learn to maneuver with.” 

In his long career, trainer 
Eddie Gaudet helped launch 
champion apprentices Allen 
Stacy (1986) and Mike Luzzi 
(1989). Gaudet says Ryan, a 
frontrunner for the 2002 Eclipse 
Award, has every bit the talent. 

"He’s got a good head on his 
shoulders,” Gaudet says. "He’s 
very patient. You see a lot of 
young riders go out there [and] 
try to outride their horses; he 
doesn’t. He sits there and he 
waits and he finds spots. He 
doesn’t run into a hole, have to 
snatch out of it, then run back 
into it or run around. He’s very 
observant of where he’s at at all 
times, and he doesn’t kill a horse 
when he rides. Hit ’em as much 
as you have to and then put it 
away.” 

Even so, trainers see more 
upside. "He’s come a long way in 
a short period of time,” 
Capuano says. "I still think he 
can work to get stronger. He’s a 
natural lightweight, but if he can 
put on five pounds of muscle. . . 
he’d be a gorilla, really.” 

Says Gaudet: "He’s got real 
good balance on horses. The 
only thing he’s got to do now is 
get a little more aggressive with 
his left hand. . . because if a 
horse gets in, he doesn’t get [the 
whip] over there quick enough.” 

As for what aspects of his 
game need improving, Ryan lets 
out a laugh. "How much time we 
have?” he says. "There’s lots of 
things. Everything.” 

Dude it’s, like, still so new. 

With his unusual means of 
continuing education, Ryan 
Fogelsonger earns as he learns. 
On a race horse, on his motorcy¬ 
cle, in his Lexus, the upbeat 
young rider has places to go. #

berland, WVa. Owner Andrea 
Wilson has set a $350 stud fee 
for the 6-year-old bay horse, or 
$100 to West Virginia-foaling 


mares, payable when the foal 
stands and nurses. 

Winner of Lone Star Park’s 
$250,000 U.S.A. Stakes at 3, 
Make Your Mark defeated T. B. 
Track Star and 10 others in the 
mile and a sixteenth turf contest 
over a soft course. 

Earlier that sophomore sea¬ 
son, Make Your Mark was third 
in the John Battaglia Memorial 


Stakes at Turfway Park on a slop¬ 
py main track (to K One King 
and Fort La Roca) and Transyl¬ 
vania Stakes on the turf at 
Keeneland (to Good Night and 
Air Rocket). He put in a strong 
showing to finish just over two 
lengths behind winning Air 
Rocket when fourth in the 
Crown Royal American Turf 
Stakes-G3 at Churchill Downs.

A six-furlong allowance and 
maiden special winner at 4, 
Cyclone Cat retires with earnings 
of $33,340 in nine starts.

Handicap-G3 and two other 
stakes. Also counted among her 


nine victories was a course 
record-setting score at Gulf- 
stream Park, in which she com¬ 
pleted the (about a) mile and an 
eighth in 1:49 Vs. Highland 
Crystal placed in six stakes and 
amassed $380,910. 

Highland Crystal is one of 
six stakes horses out of High¬ 
land Mills, by Pia Star.

WEST VIRGINIA SIRE BOMBARDIER HITS 

MELODISK DEAD MARK WITH FIRST 

WINNER 


est Virginia stallion Melo- 
disk, sire of 2002 Breed¬ 
ers Classic winner Sweet 
Music, was put down on 
October 24 after suffering from 
what was suspected to be a 
tumor on his spine. The 21-year- 
old stallion, who had stood at 
Mahar Farm in Kearneysville for 
the past two years, was in appar¬ 
ent good health until the week 
before his death. 

A multiple stakes-placed win¬ 
ner of $139,933 by Alydar, Melo- 
disk entered stud in 1989 in Vir¬ 
ginia at Blue Ridge Farm and 
moved to West Virginia in the 
early 1990s, standing most of his 
career at Heavenly Acres Farm 
in Kearneysville. Melodisk sired 
12 crops, with his final foals 
born this year. From 109 foals of 
racing age, he has 69 starters, 
with 50 winners. 

Melo disk’s runners have 
amassed $2.1 million, topped by 


$262,222-earner Noble Affair, 
winner of Philadelphia Park’s 
My Juliet Stakes as well as the 
F&M National Corp. “Cavada” 
Breeders Classic Stakes at Charles 
Town. His daughter Sweet Music, 
a Breeders Classic winner at 2, 
captured this year’s edition of 
the BB&T “Cavada” West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classic Stakes on 
October 12 to boost her earn¬ 
ings to $155,227. Other stakes 
winners by the stallion are Circus 
Music ($198,544, Searching S, 
etc.), Stormin Katie ($132,015, 
WVa. National Corp. Breeders 
Classic S, etc.) and Super Super 
Lucky, winner of the West Vir¬ 
ginia Futurity. 

Melodisk was bred in Vir¬ 
ginia by Hickory Tree Farm 
from Acorn Stakes-Gl winner 
Bring Out the Band (by One for 
All). He was a half-brother to 
stakes winners Robertina and 
Jubilous. 


P ennsylvania stallion Bom¬ 
bardier, whose first crop 
reached the races this year, 
was represented by his first win¬ 
ner when Lisonjero scored in a 
maiden race at El Comandante in 
Puerto Rico on October 23. 

The 2-year-old bay colt 
defeated 10 others to win the 
six-furlong event by a half-length 
for S. Metal Stable and trainer 
Victor Carrasco Febres. The 
winner was bred in Puerto Rico 
by Haras Santa Isabel Inc. 
Lisonjero is the first starter of 
Bombardier’s 13 juveniles. 

A son of Deputy Minister, 9- 
year-old Bombardier was a New 
York allowance winner with 
career earnings of $95,295. 

His dam Key Flyer (by 
Nijinsky II), a stakes winner of 
$161,606 who placed in four 


graded races, is a full sister to 
multiple graded winner Key 
Dancer. Another full sister, 
Dancing Key, is the dam of the 
Japanese champions Dance 
Partner ($5,956,828, Japanese 
Oaks, etc.) and Dance in the 
Dark ($3,459,758, Japanese St. 
Leger, etc.) as well as $3,401,386 
Japanese earner Air Dublin. 

Third dam Native Partner 
was a tremendous producer and, 
as well as being the dam of 
champion sprinter Ajdal and 
graded/group winners Flying 
Partner, Fabuleux Jane and 
Formidable, is behind the pedi¬ 
grees of illustrious runners 
Arazi, Joyeux Danseur and 
Noverre.

S hine Again looked like a 
million with her two-length 
score over a sloppy track in 
the Grade 2 First Flight Handi¬ 
cap on October 26 at Aqueduct 
—and that's fitting, because she 
very nearly is a millionaire. 

The 5-year-old Maryland- 
bred mare notched her second 
graded stakes win of the season, 
following Saratoga's Grade 1 
Ballerina Handicap (a race she 
also won in 2001), to boost her 
career earnings to $996,220. 

Shine Again carries the colors 
of her breeder Allaire duPont, 
who has campaigned numerous 
other top Maryland-breds, 
including two who have earned 
state-bred horse of the year 
titles—Politely (1967 and '68) 


and Best of Luck (1999). Shine 
Again could be the third. 

Shine Again (by Wild Again), 
who earned honors in 2001 as 
champion Maryland-bred older 
female, is a fourth-generation 
homebred for duPont. Her dam 
Shiner, by Two Punch, comes 
from an illustrious family that 
dates back to the 1950s at 
duPont's Woodstock Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

Shiner is one of 13 named 
foals, produced over a span of 
20 years, by her dam Mari Her 
(by Maribeau), who was a win¬ 
ning half-sister to major stakes 
winners American History and 
Delaware Chief. 

Mari Her has gained her 
most lasting influence to date as 


the dam of Mari's Book, a 1978 
son of Northern Dancer who 
sired turf star Double Booked 
($835,703) and graded winner 
Hot Novel, dam of $4.5-million- 
earner Behrens. 

Shiner had a relatively mod¬ 
est racing career consisting of 
seven starts, three wins, two 
placings and earnings of $61,218 


during one season. But her first 
two foals—Shine Again and her 
4-year-old half-sister Shiny Band 
(by Dixieland Band)—are both 
top-notch performers. 

Shiny Band defeated Grade 1 
star Raging Fever while winning 
the Shuvee Handicap-G2 at Bel¬ 
mont Park last May, and boasts 
career earnings of $391,384.

AGO 


I Maryland-bred What a Sum¬ 
mer was honored with an 
Eclipse Award as the nation’s 
leading sprinter. The 4-year-old 
filly had humbled her male rivals 
in the $75,000 Fall Highweight 
Handicap at Belmont by carry¬ 
ing 134 pounds and scoring by 
two lengths over Broadway 
Forli, to whom she conceded 11 
pounds. 

Milton Po linger, in an 
attempt to improve the stock at 
his Polinger Farm in Olney, Md., 
paid $5,700 for the mare Sum¬ 
mer Classic (by Summer Tan) at 
the 1971 Keeneland Fall sale and 
bred her to his stallion What 
Luck the following spring. The 
resulting filly, What a Summer, 
was purchased after Polinger’s 
death by Diana Firestone at the 
1977 Hialeah winter sale for 
$275,000 and, under trainer 
LeRoy Jolley, recovered more 
than half of her purchase price 
during that first season in Mrs. 
Firestone’s colors. 

I Jerry Fishback rode George 
Strawbridge’s Cafe Prince to the 


horse’s second Colonial Cup vic¬ 
tory. The five-length win in 
America’s richest jumping race 
clinched a fifth jump jockey 
championship for Fishback, 
who announced after the race 
that, at 30, he had won all the big 
races and was retiring. 

Cafe Prince’s young trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard had the dis¬ 
tinction of training the winner 
and the third-place finisher, 
Leaping Frog. Sheppard had 
also served as an advisor in the 
purchase of one-third of the 
horses who competed in the 
race. 

I Ten Ten (by Rambunctious) 
scored an eight-length victory in 
the $60,533 Maryland Futurity, 
the second-richest race ever 
offered for Maryland-breds. In 
the long history of Maryland- 
bred competition, only the 1976 
renewal of the Jennings Handi¬ 
cap at Pimlico had carried a larg¬ 
er purse ($62,300). 

Ten Ten was bred by the late 
William Stokes, a longtime 
sportsman, and was a half- 
brother to 1975 Maryland-bred 
2-year-old filly champion Thirty 
Paces, who would bring addi¬ 
tional fame to the family as the 
dam of graded stakes star and 
sire Thirty Eight Paces. 


ovations put a damper on things. 
Heavy rains on opening day 
(November 17) forced the can¬ 
cellation of the program after 
just two races. 

The rain also caused flooding 
in the parking lots and newly 
constructed roads, closing 
Bowie for another week. Many 
top trainers and jockeys, put off 
by the delay, went on to their 
winter quarters. 

The problems at Bowie were 
predicted by Humphrey S. 
Finney, whose “Editor’s Saddle- 
Bag” column noted: “November 
9. Drove to the new Bowie to 
see the changes. . . One would 
hardly recognize the old place, 
so many are the changes there 
made. . . Sole question here 
appears to be one of prepared¬ 
ness and weather chance.” 

I The sale of 80 percent of the 
Maryland Jockey Club to Ben 
and Herman Cohen and Cary C. 
Boshamer became official on 
December 27. 


Boshamer did not wait for 
the sale to be finalized before 
announcing to the Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations that 
The Jockey Club would boost 
the 1953 Preakness purse to 
$100,000, making it equal to the 
Kentucky Derby and Belmont 
Stakes. He also said he hoped to 
have a turf course built since the 
infield at Pimlico was no longer 
used for steeplechase racing. 

Milton A. Reckord, who had 
been president of Pimlico for 
three years, announced plans to 
retire from racing. 

I Prince Dare (*Princequillo— 
Penny Dare by ^Challenger II) 
was featured on the cover after 
winning Bowie’s inaugural 
$50,000 Maryland Gold Cup for 
2-year-olds. The colt would place 
in three more added-money 
races, earning a total of $68,225, 
before retiring to his birthplace, 
Walter A. Edgar’s Woo diawn 
Farm in Ellicott City, Md., and a 
long and successful career at 
stud. 


10 YEARS 
AGO 

I Horse racing scored a major 
victory when the U.S. Senate 
passed legislation prohibiting 
betting on professional and 
amateur sports but specifically 
exempted parimutuel horse rac¬ 
ing from any prohibitions. 

“This shows what the indus¬ 
try can do in Washington when 
it speaks in unison and aligns 
itself with other groups in a 
coalition,” said American Horse 
Council president R. Richards 
Rolapp. The AHC worked in an 
informal coalition that included 
all professional sports leagues, 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association and the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. 

I Four Virginia-breds won 
graded stakes on a single day in 
October, three in Grade 1 com¬ 
pany. The 1992 champion older 
horse Pleasant Tap (Pleasant 
Colony—Never Knock by Stage 
Door Johnny) won Belmont 
Park’s Jockey Club Gold Cup- 
Gl, upsetting eventual 1992 
horse of the year A.P. Indy and 
Strike the Gold, while setting a 
new stakes record of l:58Ls. 
Paul Mellon’s homebred 2-year- 
old Sea Hero (Polish Navy— 


Glowing Tribute by Graustark) 
got his third consecutive victory 
with a five and three-quarter 
length score in Belmont’s Cham¬ 
pagne Stakes-Gl. 

On the opposite coast, 2- 
year-old Zoonaqua (Silver Hawk 
—Made in America by Explo- 
dent) won the Oak Leaf Stakes- 
Gl at Santa Anita, and Lotus 
Pool (Spectacular Bid—Golden 
Petal by Mr. Prospector) joined 
the elite group by winning the 
Keeneland Breeders’ Cup 
S takes-G3. 

■ Zoman, a horse representing 
Great Britain and owned by a 
member of Saudi Arabia’s ruling 
family but with all-American 
bloodlines, captured the 41st 
Budweiser (formerly Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.) International-Gl 
at Laurel race course. The son of 
1978 Triple Crown winner 
Affirmed out of stakes winner 
A Little Affection (by King 
Emperor) “dug in with bulldog 
tenacity and held off late-charg¬ 
ing favorite Sillery to score by a 
head.” The $450,000 winner’s 
share of the International purse 
pushed Zoman’s lifetime earn¬ 
ings to $1,108,691. But even as 
crowds celebrated Zoman’s 
spectacular victory, Laurel offi¬ 
cials worried over the dramatic 
18.5 percent drop in inter-track 
wagering and handle from the 
previous year.

The racing business "got 
into my blood" at an early age, 
said Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association board mem¬ 
ber Richard F. (Richie) Blue Jr. 

"My grandfather was train¬ 
er Alec Bullock. He and my 
grandmother had a farm and 
raised and raced Thorough¬ 
breds/' Blue said. "My grand¬ 
father trained for Lynn 
Howard, the son of Seabiscuit 
owner Charles Howard." 

Blue worked at his grand¬ 
parents' farm and at the track 
part-time while attending 
Towson State (now Towson) 
University. He has made his 
career in commercial real es¬ 
tate and is co-owner of Blue & 
Obrecht Realty LLC, but main¬ 
tains an active involvement in 
the Thoroughbred business. 

Blue usually has four or 
five broodmares at his 27-acre 
farm in Brooklandville, Md., 
and four horses in training at 
any given time. His best- 
known horse is Root Boy, the 
graded stakes winner who 
battled back to health in a 
heroic manner after being 
badly injured in the 1993 
Maryland Million Classic and 
who has made a successful 
stud career at Murmur Farm 
in Darlington, Md. 

As for his views of the cur¬ 
rent state of Maryland's Thor¬ 
oughbred industry: "It seems 


as if the Maryland horse busi¬ 
ness is at a crossroads," said 
Blue. "We could easily be swal¬ 
lowed up by the surrounding 
states." 

What's needed. Blue said, 
is "an infusion of money. We 
need to work on getting more 
money into the business so 
there's a higher demand for 
Maryland-bred horses. Then 
people are going to want to 
breed them and race them." 

Blue would like to bolster 
the Maryland Million, of which 
he served as president for three 
years, from 1998 to 2000. "I'd 


like to see the Maryland Million 
become the Maryland Two Mil¬ 
lion or Three Million," he said. 

He also believes it's impor¬ 
tant for the breeding industry 
to have a major presence in 
Annapolis. "We need to con¬ 
tinue to make sure that the 
Maryland legislature is aware 
of the issues concerning Mary¬ 
land breeders," said Blue. 

Blue and his wife Lisa have 
three daughters: Alexie, 18, 
Wendy, 16, and Bennett 12, all 
of whom help raise the family's 
foals and take care of the 
broodmares. I Sarah Mesa

Richard W. (Dickie) Small 
is still feeling the influence of 
Broad Brush, the multiple 
Grade 1 winner and subse¬ 
quent leading sire whom he 
trained in the mid-1980s. 

Rollicking Stakes hero 
Bridge Out Again is bred, 
owned and trained by Small, 
and is a son of Concern—the 
Broad Brush colt whom Small 
trained to win the 1994 Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Classic-Gl and earn 
$3,079,350. 

Bridge Out Again has a 
long way to go before catching 
up to his illustrious grandsire 
and sire, but he ranks among 
the top Maryland-bred colts to 
emerge so far this season. He 
broke his maiden in his third 
start, a $60,000 maiden claim¬ 


ing event at Belmont Park on 
July 19, and returned to finish 
a strong third (a length and a 
half behind victorious Chero¬ 
kee's Boy) in the Maryland 
Million Nursery on Septem¬ 
ber 21. 

Not surprisingly, Chero¬ 
kee's Boy was made odds-on 
favorite when the two met 
again, next time out, in the 
Rollicking. But compromised 
perhaps by an awkward start, 
Cherokee's Boy fell a half- 
length short at the wire, while 
Bridge Out Again dug in tena¬ 
ciously, covering the seven 
furlongs in 1:24.19. 

Pud—from the first full 
crop of Maryland-based stal¬ 
lion Larrupin'—became his 
sire's first stakes performer as 
he set the early pace before 
succumbing in midstretch to 
finish third. Completing the 
field were Wing Tips and 
Awads Award. Bridge Out 
Again paid $7.80 to win, as 
third choice in the field of five 
Maryland-breds. 

Bridge Out Again is the 
seventh foal from his dam Day¬ 
time Princess (Brent's Prince 
—Bridge Day, by *Tudor Min¬ 
strel), whom Small also 
trained to much acclaim in the 
mid-1980s. Owned by Sally M. 
Gibson, Daytime Princess won 


two minor stakes at 2 in 1986, 
while also placing third in the 
Spinaway and Matron (both 
Grade 1). The winner of four 
races over two seasons, Gib¬ 
son's filly finished third eight 
times, all in stakes, and retired 
with earnings of $139,051. 

Daytime Princess launched 
her broodmare career for Gib¬ 
son, and in 1989 produced the 
very first foal sired by Broad 
Brush—a colt named Sweep 
of Daylight, whom Small be¬ 
lieves possibly was the most 
talented runner ever to step 
inside his barn. Sweep of Day¬ 
light finished second in the 
1991 Maryland Juvenile 
Championship Stakes, and 
had two other stakes-placings, 
but his career was compro¬ 
mised by unsoundness and 
injury. 

When Daytime Princess 
turned out to be a problem 
breeder, Gibson sold the mare 
to Small. And although her 
produce record remained 
spotty. Daytime Princess's 
foals made up in quality what 
they lacked in quantity. Small 
has bred four stakes perform¬ 
ers from the mare, with the 
others being the Broad Brush 
fillies Tookin Down ($419,458, 
Violet H-G3, Maryland Racing 
Writers S, Long Look S, etc.) 
and Phyxius ($139,930, 2nd 
Holly S, etc.), in addition to Ay 
Alo ($51,732, 2nd Bobby Hale 
S), a son of Broad Brush's half- 
brother Hay Halo. 

Daytime Princess died in 
the spring of 2001 after pro¬ 
ducing a full brother to Bridge 
Out Again.

Allaire duPont once had a 
gelding who ruled the racing 
world. He, of course, was Kel¬ 
so, five-time horse of the year 
in the 1960s. 

But female families reign at 
duPont's Woodstock Farm in 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

From Politely, a two-time 
Maryland-bred horse of the 
year (1967 and '68), to Shine 
Again (who this year carried 
Mrs. duPont's colors to victo¬ 
ry in Saratoga's Grade 1 Balle¬ 
rina Handicap for the second 
time in a row), fillies and 
mares—frequently daughters 
and granddaughters of home¬ 
bred stakes winners—often 
provide the star-power in 
duPont's racing operation 
known as Bohemia Stable. 


Kitty Knight, winner of the 
Heavenly Cause Stakes on Oc¬ 
tober 14, is continuing the tra¬ 
dition. Undefeated in two 
starts for trainer Allen Jerkens, 
who has conditioned many of 
duPont's best runners, Kitty 
Knight launched her career 
with a two and a quarter- 
length score in a six-furlong 
maiden special weight, over a 














sloppy track, at Belmont Park 
on September 27. 

As the overwhelming 2-5 
favorite in the Heavenly Cause, 
Kitty Knight proceeded to re¬ 
move any lingering doubts 
about her ability. Though jos¬ 
tled at the start, she fought for 
the early lead and took com¬ 
mand in the stretch before 
drawing off to triumph by 
two and a half lengths in a 
seven-furlong time of 1:26.19. 

Next (in order of finish) 
came Mark Aim Fire, Butiwill- 
flysomeday, Demetra's Love, 
Ministeroftrucks, Bayou Jen¬ 
ny, Run Me Down and Farms 7 
Smile. 

Kitty Knight (by Kentucky- 
based Capote) is a grand¬ 
daughter of the Storm Bird 
mare Give a Toast, whom Mrs. 
duPont campaigned to win 
the 1987 Beaugay Handicap- 
G3. DuPont acquired Give a 
Toast through Top Yield Blood¬ 
stock, which purchased her 
for $235,000 at the 1984 Keene- 
land summer yearling sale. 
Give a Toast raced for duPont 
throughout her career, win¬ 
ning or placing in 11 of 21 
starts, including four stakes 
wins, for earnings of $222,766. 
She no longer resides at Wood- 
stock, having been sold at the 
1997 Keeneland November 
sale for $37,000 (in foal to Two 
Punch).

Racing fans of a certain 
age did a double-take last Feb¬ 
ruary when a 3-year-old filly 
named Willa On the Move 
stepped out in competition for 
the first time and blew away 
her rivals in a maiden special 
weight at Laurel Park. 

Willa On the Move? Wasn't 
she the superbly talented filly 
who carried the banner for 
Maryland back in the 1980s? 
How could such a distinctive 
name appear again so soon? 
Must have been a Jockey Club 
mistake. 

There's no error involved, 
said Jockey Club registrar 
Buddy Bishop. The original 
Willa On the Move, who made 
most of her broodmare career 
in Japan, had not produced a 
registered foal in five years 
when the name was applied 
for, once again, in 2000. 

Harry Strovel, racing man¬ 
ager for Peter Angelos and his 
Marathon Farms, came up 
with the idea of naming the 
filly, purchased by Marathon 
Farms for $47,000 at the 2000 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic East¬ 


ern Fall Yearling sale, after the 
top-class runner from the 
same family. 

The "new" Willa On the 
Move is out of a half-sister to 
the original Willa On the Move. 
Both were bred by Robert 
Quinichett, a retired business¬ 
man from Silver Spring, Md. 

Quinichett campaigned 
Willa On the Move, a 1985 
daughter of Assert (Ire), until 
midway through her spectac¬ 
ular 3-year-old season, which 
included victories in the 
Grade 1 Ashland Stakes and 
four other added-money 
events. Quinichett sold the 3- 
year-old filly to Ron Lamar- 
que, co-owner of 1988 Preak¬ 
ness/Belmont Stakes winner 


Risen Star in early August that 
year. The price for the private 
transaction was not disclosed. 

The "original" Willa won 
or placed in 11 of 13 starts, 
four in Grade 1 company, reg¬ 
istering seconds in the Spin¬ 
ster and Gazelle, and thirds 
in the Kentucky Oaks and Al¬ 
abama Stakes. She earned 
$442,063. 

Willa On the Move produced 
five foals, all but the first born 
in Japan; none earned distinc¬ 
tion on the race track, though 
two were minor winners. 

Quinichett bought the dam 
of the first Willa On the Move 
—Willamae (by Tentam out of 
the Hoist the Flag mare Rac- 
lette)—as a yearling at Keene- 






























land in 1981 for $55,000. Willa 
On the Move was the first foal 
for Willamae, who also is the 
dam of multiple Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Will's Way ($956,400) and 
stakes winner Lady Reiko 
(Ire), plus stakes-placed (and 
leading Maryland sire) Citi- 
dancer and Sweet Willa. 

Willamae 7 s unraced daugh¬ 
ter Willa Joe (Ire), a foal of 
1990 by El Gran Senor, pro¬ 
duced the current Willa On 
the Move as her fifth foal and 
second stakes performer. Her 
4-year-old Holy Bull filly Erin 
Moor is graded stakes-placed. 


Quinichett, who is phasing 
out of the horse business, sold 
Willa Joe for $260,000 (in foal 
to Pulpit) at the 2002 Keene- 
land January sale. He still 
owns two of Willa Joe's off¬ 
spring—her 1996 Septieme 
Ciel filly Miss Keyonna, who 
is boarded at Welker Farm in 
Kentucky and is Quinichett 7 s 
only remaining broodmare, 
and her yearling Coronado's 
Quest filly, currently in train¬ 
ing in Florida. 

Willa On the Move, the 
current 3-year-old, is rapidly 
emerging as the new star of 


the clan. Never worse than 
second in six career starts, she 
won an allowance race at 
Delaware Park in early May, 
then moved immediately to 
graded stakes competition and 
was runner-up three times in a 
row—in Pimlico's Miss Preak- 
ness-G3 (won by Vesta, on 
May 16), Belmont Park's Acorn- 
G1 (You, June 7) and Calder's 
Azalea Breeders' Cup Stakes- 
G3 (Bold World, July 13). 

Each time there were ex¬ 
cuses, noted Strovel, with the 
Azalea being the worst. "She 
was knocked to her knees 


coming out of the gate, and 
carried five-wide on the turn," 
Strovel said. 

In the Politely, against 
Maryland-breds on Novem¬ 
ber 2, Willa On the Move tol¬ 
erated no hindrances. The 
odds-on favorite, she swept to 
command going into the stretch 
and drew clear to win by 11 
lengths under a hand ride, 
covering the seven furlongs in 
1:22.62. Left in her wake were 
Gazillion, Phyxius, True Sen¬ 
sation, Dante's Rocket, Miss 
Cap and Singing Sword. *+

N ine Maryland back¬ 
stretch workers received schol¬ 
arships totaling $21,000 in this 
year's Backstretch Scholarship 
Program. 

The program is sponsored 
by the Maryland Racing Media 
Association, Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred Horsemen's Associ¬ 
ation, Maryland Horsemen's 
Assistance Fund and Milton P. 
Higgins III, each of whom 
provided $5,000, plus an anon¬ 
ymous donor who contributed 
$ 1 , 000 . 


"By their reaction, and 
sometimes also by their par¬ 
ents' reaction, you'd think [the 
awards were] a million dol¬ 
lars," said MRMA president 
Tom Keyser. 

Laura Watson received the 
inaugural Eddie McMullen 
Memorial Scholarship, named 
in memory of the former jock¬ 
ey and trainer, who for many 
years supervised the press box 
at Maryland tracks. 

Laura, a hotwalker for 
Charles Hadry, received $5,000. 


This is the second straight 
year she received a MRMA 
grant, following upon last 
year's award of $3,000. Wat¬ 
son is a senior at University of 
Maryland College Park study¬ 
ing to become a veterinarian. 
Her record since transferring 
to the University in spring 
2001 is exemplary: 3.938 grade- 
point-average based on four 
A+'s, 11 A's and one very 
lonely B. 

"She is a very hard-work¬ 
ing young lady, usually pos¬ 
sessing two or three other jobs 
to help save money for 
school," Hadry wrote of Lau¬ 
ra. "It has been a joy to watch 
Laura grow and mature 
throughout the years, and I 
know she will make a great 
vet one day." 

Three backstretch workers 
received scholarships of $3,000: 

Jennifer Brasser, Blake Pat¬ 
rick Curry and Brandon Lin- 
genfelter. 

Jennifer is an exercise rider 
for Rodney Jenkins who rides 
every morning and attends 
classes in the afternoon. She is 
a sophomore at the University 
of Maryland College Park 
studying human health and 
fitness. She, too, earns ad¬ 
mirable marks: 3.75 grade- 
point-average. Brasser is cur¬ 
rently taking a class in stress 
management, "something," 
she writes, "that I believe 
every single person [especial¬ 
ly trainers] would benefit 
from in such a competitive 
and unpredictable sport." 

Blake is an exercise rider 
for Mary Eppler. He is a senior 
at University of Baltimore and 


studies business and political 
science with a high degree of 
success. His 3.468 grade- 
point-average attests to that. 
Mary praises Blake for his "in¬ 
tegrity, maturity and motiva¬ 
tion," and Charles McGill, for 
whom Blake rides one of the 
barn's more difficult horses, 
wrote that Blake "has the po¬ 
tential to become a leader in 
the community and an effec¬ 
tive advocate for the industry." 

Brandon, a groom for 
Howard Wolfendale, received 
a scholarship for the second 
year in a row. Last year he re¬ 
ceived $3,500. Brandon ob¬ 
tained a bachelor of science 
degree from Frostburg State 
University and now attends 
West Virginia University in 
hopes of obtaining a master's 
degree and becoming a veteri¬ 
narian. At Frostburg he main¬ 
tained a grade-point-average 
of 2.8.

Michelle L. Colaric and Jane 
Marie Allen. 

After earning a degree in 
biology with a minor in psy¬ 
chology at University of Mary¬ 
land Baltimore County, 
Michelle studies for her mas¬ 
ter's degree in education at 
UMBC.

University of Maryland 
Equine Studies

Students in Maryland 
have gotten used to traveling 
to Virginia, Pennsylvania or 
farther to learn about horses. 
But with the introduction of 
two new faculty members in 
equine studies, thousands of 
dollars in renovations and im¬ 
provements and an ambitious 
long-term plan, the University 
of Maryland College Park is 
bringing equine learning op¬ 
portunities closer to home. 

A new initiative by the De¬ 
partment of Animal and 
Avian Sciences and the Insti¬ 
tute of Applied Agriculture 
(IAA) is making horses a top 
priority at the state's flagship 
school. 

An equine business man¬ 
agement certificate is avail¬ 
able through the IAA and a 
new animal sciences faculty 
member. Dr. Amy Ordakow- 
ski, is developing classes for 
students working toward an 
undergraduate degree in ani¬ 


mal science with an emphasis 
on equine studies. 

Dr. Ordakowski, lecturer 
and horse extension specialist 
in the animal sciences depart¬ 
ment, said the success of the 
program will be determined 
in part by the support it re¬ 
ceives from the local horse in¬ 
dustry. "They need to tell us 
what they want to see here so 
they feel like they have a stake 
in what we're doing," she 
says. "I'm not so sure the in¬ 
dustry thinks it needs this 
program, but it does. We are 
educating the future leaders 
and workers who will give 
back to the industry." 

What the university's 
equine studies program must 
do, according to Ordakowski, 
is make sure that Maryland 
students have the skills neces¬ 
sary to enrich the state's horse 
industry. She wants Maryland 
students to be able to apply to 
graduate schools, including 
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Dr. Amy Ordakowski is an 
equine science lecturer in the 
Animal Sciences department. 

veterinary school, in addition 
to being competitive in the job 
market. 

While Ordakowski is try¬ 
ing to give Maryland's under¬ 
graduate students a strong 


equine science background, 
Erin Peterson, IAA lecturer 
and horse extension specialist, 
is preparing students to jump 
right into the horse industry 
through the equine business 
management program. "The 
type of people we hope to at¬ 
tract is continuing education 
adults and people who want 
to manage breeding, boarding 
and training farms," says Pe¬ 
terson. 

Through the certificate pro¬ 
gram, students are required to 
take business classes that will 
help prepare them to work for 
or run a successful company 
in the horse industry. Accord¬ 
ing to Peterson, many of her 
students already have a strong 
horse background and learn 
even more through lab classes 
that cover equine reproduc¬ 
tion, health, nutrition, behav¬ 
ior and training. 

The IAA knows that many 
adults must pursue continu- 








Maryland students study 
equine anatomy along with 
reproduction and nutrition. 

In addition to in-class 
learning, the University of 
Maryland Equestrian Club 
gives students an extracurric¬ 
ular opportunity to learn all 
the aspects of running a lesson 
facility. Club members man¬ 
age the campus horses by de¬ 
veloping feeding and health 
management programs, set¬ 
ting up horse training sessions 
and creating a lesson program 
for beginning through ad¬ 
vanced student riders. 

The campus farm is located 
right across the street from the 
Animal Sciences building and 
in the shadow of the Universi¬ 
ty's new athletic arena, the 
Comcast Center. 

"It is absolutely critical to 
our program to have facilities 
on campus/ 7 says Ordakow- 
ski. "We have horses within 
walking distance of students' 
dorms"—a convenience no 
other university offers stu¬ 
dents. 

On-campus facilities in¬ 
clude a horse barn that can 
house 10 horses and two out¬ 
door rings. The university 
currently has seven horses, in¬ 
cluding Thoroughbreds, Quar¬ 
ter Horses and a Percheron, 
most of whom were donated 
to the program. 

"We are working on get¬ 
ting a broodmare band of 12 
mares, but," Ordakowski points 
out, "we'll need funding and 
land near campus and depart¬ 
ment support."

mares would give students 
firsthand experience in breed¬ 
ing, foaling, training and even¬ 
tually selling young horses. 

"It would be great to have 
broodmares for the reproduc¬ 
tion class because right now 
we have to go off campus to 
see breeding operations," Pe¬ 
terson says. 

Ordakowski and Peterson 
hope that they are building a 
program similar to the large, 
nationally recognized pro¬ 
grams that they came from at 
Virginia Tech and Colorado 
State University. But they 
know that they have a long 
road ahead of them. 

"It's going to take at least 
10 years to reach that goal," 
says Ordakowski, "but we 
hope to have the broodmare 
band within five years and a 
graduate program within 10 
years." 

A graduate program would 
not only provide educational 
opportunities, but research 
that the Maryland horse in¬ 
dustry would like to see. Last 
year the university sent a ran¬ 
dom survey to members of the 
local equine industry asking if 
they would support research 
at the University of Maryland. 
An overwhelming 96.4 per¬ 
cent said "yes" and rated 
equine health and diseases 
and pasture management as 
the areas they most wanted re¬ 
searched. 

"There is always room in 
the world for more equine re¬ 
search," said Ordakowski. 
"Plans are already underway 
for a rotational grazing study 
on university property in 
Clarksville, Md." 

Ordakowski is also work¬ 
ing to make sure the state's 
youth have educational op¬ 
portunities relating to horses 
long before they get to college. 

"I'm in charge of educa¬ 
tional 4-H activities like Horse 
Bowl. I make sure they're giv¬ 
en correct information and ap¬ 
propriate levels to be quizzed 
at," Ordakowski says. 

Students and 4-H'ers are 
not the only ones who can 
benefit from the newly ex¬ 
panded equine program. The 
university's equine faculty are 
available to anyone seeking 
information on horses in

Maryland through an out¬ 
reach program with the Mary¬ 
land Cooperative Extension 
Service. 

"The main thing our out¬ 
reach program can do is serve 
as an information resource," 
according to Ordakowski. 
"People can call us and ask 
about anything. We do con¬ 
sultations for broodmare 
farms and all types of horse 
farms on nutrition and man¬ 
agement. If we don't know the 
answer to your question, we'll 
find someone who does."

Smelly gone 
too soon 


Smelly, a stakes winner 
and the "pride and joy" of 
owner Robert Watkins, died of 
an apparent aneurysm on Sep¬ 
tember 21 at At Last Farm in 
Aquasco, Md. The 15-year-old 
stallion stood at stud there 
since 1993 and covered about 
four or five mares a year. 

Watkins purchased Smelly 
(a Kentucky-bred son of Judge 
Smells out of the Summing 
mare Toronto Tea) at the 1988 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Year¬ 
ling sale for $23,000, a price 
Watkins recalled as expensive 


for a colt whose dam never 
raced. 

"He was a marvelous-look¬ 
ing athlete," said Watkins. 
"He looked like a sprinter but 
actually did better with the 
longer distances." 

Smelly raced until age 5, 
earning $308,862 in 26 starts. 
He won or placed in six 
stakes, highlighted by a ten- 
length victory in the Grade 3 
Federico Tesio Stakes and a 
second-place finish in the 
Grade 2 Fountain of Youth 
Stakes, over future Kentucky

2002 Monmouth Park awards program 
generates $7.8 million 


T he New Jersey Breeders’ Incentive Program 
generated $7,814,774 for breeders, owners, 
and stallion owners of Newjersey-breds at 
the 2002 Monmouth Park meet. 

Breeders earned $1,555,088 based on 35 percent 
of the horse’s earnings if sired by a New Jersey 
stallion and 25 percent if sired by an out-of-state 
stallion. 

Owners earned a total of $5,993,121, which 
included $100,877 in owner’s awards based on 10 
percent of the horse’s earnings in an open race, plus 


$5,892,244 from the purses of Jersey-bred races that 
carry purses 25 percent higher than corresponding 
open races. 

Stallion owners earned $266,565 based on 10 
percent of what the stallion’s progeny earned while 
racing at Monmouth Park. 

All awards are paid first-through-third with a 
$5,000 maximum on first place and a $3,000 
maximum on second and third-place finishers. 
Awards are paid based on funds available in a given 
year. 


William A. (Bill) Purdey 
will be missed 



B ill Purdey, Board of Trustees member and 
past two-term president of the Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders’ Association of New Jersey, 
died on September 26 at the age of 65. 

Mr. Purdey, a longtime supporter of the TBANJ, 
was the owner of Greenfields in Colts Neck, which 
was established in 1937. 

Mr. Purdey was the breeder and owner of Spruce 
Fir (1983), a multiple graded stakes winner and New 
Jersey-bred horse of the year in 1987. He also bred 
Dance Floor (1989), a multiple graded stakes winner 
at 2 who was named New Jersey-bred horse of the year 
of 1991. Sold as a yearling to musician M.C. Hammer 
through D. Wayne Lukas, Dance Floor ranked among 
the top 3-year-olds of 1992, when he won the Fountain 
of Youth Stakes-G2, finished second in the Florida 
Derby-Gl, third in the Kentucky Derby-Gl and 
Travers Stakes-Gl and fourth in the Preakness-Gl. 

Mr. Purdey is survived by his wife Fran and two 
children, Mary and William Jr. His contributions to 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred industry will be missed.

2002 VTA Stallion Season Auction 
Donor Award Program 

I n order to provide the maximum opportunities for stallion season 
donors to benefit from the VTA Stallion Season Auction Donor 
Award Program, a new two-part program providing for up to $20,000 
in total award money to donors was instituted in 2002. 

The program is designed to disburse awards in two categories: 

1) $10,000 was allocated for performance-based awards in 10 des¬ 
ignated stakes races run in four different states (Virginia, Delaware, 
Maryland and West Virginia). Each designated race was worth an award 
of $1,000 to the donor of the season of the stallion whose progeny 
won the specified race. The races were chosen with the goal of offer¬ 
ing the widest possible range of racing opportunities (long/short, 
young/old, dirt/turf, etc.). 

2) $10,000 was allocated for year-end awards.Year-end award win¬ 
ners will be determined based on the annual earnings rankings of the 
progeny of stallions donated to the 2002 auction as determined by The 
Jockey Club. Donors of seasons to the top four stallions appearing on 
The Jockey Club list will earn awards as follows: 1st $6,000; 2nd 
$2,000; 3rd $1,200; and 4th $800. 

In 2002, there were no winners in category 1 of the new donor 
award program. Consistent with the VTA s goal of showing our appre¬ 
ciation and rewarding stallion season donors for their support, the VTA 
disbursed a pro-rata share of the $10,000 in award monies to each and 
every donor who had a stallion season sold during the 2002 auction. 
Many thanks and congratulations to the donors! Donor awards for cat¬ 
egory 2 will be awarded at year-end. Best of luck to all!

A very good year

I ts been a good year forVirginia trainer Susan Cooney During 2002 
her horses have won more races than the past several years com¬ 
bined. “We re not doing anything different,” she says. “I think we just 
have better horses.” 

Cooney’s own 3-year-old, In too Deep, scored two wins on the 
Colonial Downs turf this past summer, followed by an allowance vic¬ 
tory at Laurel Park before the filly developed an abscess. 

“We were just getting started at Colonial,” says Cooney, who serves 
on the Virginia HBPA board of directors. “We look forward to having 
more days to race there in the future.” 

Cooney paid $1 for In too Deep as a yearling. A friend was dis¬ 
persing some horses and asked Cooney to pick one of three yearlings 
in a field. The young trainer picked the filly by The Deep (Ire) out of 
the Linkage mare Kissing Bridge. 

“This may be the only foal of The Deep ever to race,” informs 
Cooney.The Deep now stands as a show-horse sire. Cooney s husband, 
well-known steeplechase rider Patrick Cooney, fronted the dollar to 
purchase the filly, which leads to good-natured arguments over who 
actually owns her. “When she wins, she’s my horse,” smiles trainer 
Cooney. “When she misbehaves, she’s Patrick’s.” Cooney did purchase 
a used Porche for her husband with a portion of In too Deep’s win¬ 
nings. 

Another notable score this year was Cooney-trained French 
Connection, who earned the Old Dominion Turf Championship. 


Spearheaded by another VHBPA board member, Donna Rogers, the 
series of flat races for Virginia-breds was contested at Virginia jump 
meets. 

Housed in Liz Whitney Tippett’s old race barn at historic Llangollen 
Farm, Cooney has 28 horses in training. Fields, paddocks and a five- 
eighth-mile sand training track rest peacefully in the shadow of Mt. 
Weather, a beautifully camouflaged government hideaway. Horses gal¬ 
loping around the turn emerge from a stretch of woods like horses in 
a Disney movie. As clouds roll from the mountain over the track, 
Cooney says, “We know before anyone else what the weather is going 
to be. We get it first.” 

The Cooneys settled on Llangollen three and a half years ago 
“because it was the closest thing to Ireland Patrick had seen in this 
county. 

“It’s a big advantage for horses to be here,” adds Cooney. “We have 
great turn-out and fields to ride in. Some of the horses we have are 
here because they don’t do well in the track environment. We can ship 
to five different tracks from here.” With two principal owners, 
Marylander A1 Smith and John Jones of Winchester, Va., who race 
mostly homebreds foaled in Virginia and West Virginia, Cooney spends 
most of her time at Colonial Downs, Laurel and Charles Town. 

Cooney grew up riding and showing in the Chicago area. “My 
parents made the mistake of sending me to Girl Scout camp when I 
was 10,” says the trainer. “They had ponies there.” Her work ethic was 
instilled early. She worked for Frank Jayne to help pay for her show 
horse and would get up at 3 a.m. to braid for shows. “I knew horses 
were something I would always do,” she remembers. 

While attending the University of Illinois, she spent long hours at 
the school’s farm, breaking horses. After college, she got a job as assis¬ 
tant broodmare manager at Pillar Stud in Kentucky. From there she 
went to Camden, S.C., to work for Charlie Cushman for seven years, 
starting as exercise rider and quickly becoming assistant trainer. “I got 
a taste for steeplechasing there,” she says. In Camden she met and mar¬ 
ried husband Pat. They moved to Virginia, where Susan worked as 
farm trainer at Whitewood Farm. After three years, she went out on 
her own. 

After galloping for his other clients, Pat would ride his wife’s horses. 
Their focus was on steeplechasing. All that has changed with the times. 
Cooney trains 90 percent flat horses. “There are more opportunities 
for a stable like ours with flat horses,” says Cooney. Pat rides mostly for 
her. Making it even more of a family affair, Pat’s brother Gerry also 
rides at Llangollen. 

When Pat is asked if he minds riding for his wife, he smiles and says 
cheerfully, “No, because I take all the credit.”

Pedigree page explanations 


I ncluded in this section are pedigrees and 
pertinent data on 133 Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing at stud in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. 

Statistics are accurate at least through Octo¬ 
ber 20, 2002 (stud records through Novem¬ 
ber 1). Statistics, as furnished by Bloodstock 
Research, Inc., Daily Racing Form and/or The 
Jockey Club, include results from North 
America, England, Ireland and France. For¬ 
eign statistics for countries other than Eng¬ 
land, Ireland and France are included when 
available. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred has 
adopted the following criteria for black-type 
qualification: 

1. Winners of all stakes appear in bold¬ 
face capitals. 

2. Horses finishing second or third in 
stakes appear in boldface upper and lower 
case letters. 

3. Horses finishing second, third or 
fourth in graded stakes, as defined by Inter¬ 
national Cataloguing Standards, appear in 
bold face upper and lower case letters. 

Abbreviations: ntr—new track record, 
ncr—new course record, nAr—new Ameri¬ 
can record, nCr—new Canadian record, 
nwr—new world record. An ""e” substituted 
for ""n” means “equals.” 

In Stud Records, the name of the sire of 
the dam appears in parentheses following the 
name of the stakes horse. 


In Male Lines and Stud Records, progeny 
are arranged in order by champions, Grade 1 
winners then stakes winners by earnings. 

NOTICE: The eligibility status of stal¬ 
lions nominated to national or state breeders’ 
programs (Breeders’ Cup, Maryland Million, 
etc.) is dependent on the nominators’ compli¬ 
ance with conditions, rules and regulations of 
those programs. Mid-Atlantic Thorough¬ 
bred cannot assume responsibility for nomi¬ 
nators’ compliance with these regulations. 
Mare owners are advised to confirm eligibili¬ 
ty with the stallion owners. 

DOSAGE 

Dosage is explained as follows by Dr. 
Steve Roman, preeminent authority on the 
dosage system, a mathematical method of 
measuring a horse’s inclination toward speed 
or stamina based on the chefs-de-race, or in¬ 
fluential sires, in his pedigree. 

"" "Chefs’ are assigned to one or two of 
five aptitudinal groups (Brilliant, Intermedi¬ 
ate, Classic, Solid and Professional) covering 
the spectrum (from left to right) of speed to 
endurance. We assign a total potential value 
of 16 points to each generation. Since there 
are, progressively, one, two, four and eight 
sires in the first four generations, "chefs’ 
which appear among these sires will con¬ 
tribute 16, 8, 4 and 2 points each as we work 
back. The points for all "chefs’ present are 
then tallied in the appropriate aptitude 


columns. "Chefs’ which confer two aptitudi¬ 
nal characteristics have their points split be¬ 
tween the two aptitudes. In the end, the total 
points in each column produce the Dosage 
Profile, a series of five numbers which reflect 
the relative proportions of each of the five 
aptitudes in this order: Brilliant-Inter me di- 
ate-Classic-Solid-Professional. 

""The ratio of points in the speed wing 
(Brilliant points + Intermediate points + V 2 
the Classic points) to points in the stamina 
wing (V 2 the Classic points + Solid points + 
Professional points) is the Dosage Index. 
(Dividing the stamina points into the speed 
points.) This number is directly proportional 
to the speed in a pedigree and inversely pro¬ 
portional to the stamina. A DI of 1.00 indi¬ 
cates a perfect balance of the two. 

""Consider the five aptitude groups as 
points spaced equally along a linear scale 
where Brilliant is assigned a value of +2.00, 
Intermediate is +1.00, Classic is 0.00, Solid is 
-1.00 and Professional is -2.00, the DF allows 
for the calculation of the Center of Distribu¬ 
tion, that point along the scale corresponding 
to the total combined influence of all "chefs’ 
in the pedigree. Calculation of the CD is 
done by taking the sum of (twice the Brilliant 
points) + (Intermediate points) - (Solid 
points) - (twice the Professional points) and 
dividing that number by the total points in 
the DP. An exact balance of speed and stami¬ 
na yields a CD of 0.00.”

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PEDIGREE CROSS INDEX 


This Pedigree Cross Index allows a breeder to nick, inbreed or outcross his broodmares by easy reference. Indexed are the names of sires and dams included 
within the first three generations of all the stallions in the 2003 Stallion Directory. 

Example: AFFIRMED - Charlie Barley, Mystery Storm, Peteski 

In the above example, Affirmed appears in one of the first three generations of all the stallions listed after him. 

Suppose a breeder has a mare that is a granddaughter of Bull Lea or has crosses of that sire in a mare’s pedigree. He may want to breed her to a stallion with 
Northern Dancer blood to take advantage of the Northern Dancer—Bull Lea nick. By looking up “Northern Dancer” in this index, he can quickly see all the stallions 
in this register that have Northern Dancer appearing in one of the first three generations of their pedigrees. 

If a breeder’s mare is a granddaughter of *Nasrullah, he may wish to inbreed to that stallion and thereby get more of *Nasrullah’s makeup in the foal. By check¬ 
ing “*Nasrullah” in the index, the breeder can readily find all the advertised stallions that have *Nasrullah in their pedigrees. 

What if a breeder’s mare is already inbred or linebred? She might have 2 or 3 crosses of *Princequillo in her first four generations for example. The breeder may 
want to make sure the stallion he chooses for his mare has no *Princequillo or no *Princequillo up close in his pedigree. By looking up “*Princequillo” in the index, 
he can readily see the stallions in this Stallion Register he should avoid for his mare. 

The pedigree cross index was prepared by The Jockey Club Information Services.
